BRITISH  AMERICANS. 

They  Hold  Their  First  Annaal  ConTCntion 
in  C'hicacro  today. 

Chicago,  Oct.  22.— The  first  national  con. 
rention  of  the  British  Americans  assembled 
at  the  Grand  Pacific  today  which  is  at" 
tended  by  delegates  from  all  parts  of  the 
Dnited  states  as  well  as  by  a  large  number  oi 
friends  in  sympathy  with  the  »)bjectb  of  the 
association  from  the  Dominion.  The  pur- 
pose of  the  convention  is  the  organisation 
i)f  a  national  association  consisting  of  the 
state  associations  of  the  different  states. 
The  convention  was  called  to  order  l/efore 
2  o'clock  by  Seymour  Kisch.  Although  it 
is  but  little  more  than  a  year  since  the 
British  American  association  had  its  first 
inception  in  the  Dnited  States  large  delega 
tions  have  arrived  to  take  part  in  the  pro- 
ceedings from  Pennsylvania,  New  York, 
Rhode  Island,  Connecticut,  New  Jersey! 
Michigan,  Illinois  and  representative  and 
influential  men  from  many  other  states  in- 
cluding those  of  the  Pacific  coast.  It  is 
beyond  peradventure  of  doubt  that  the  or- 
ganization will  be  placed  upon  a  national 
basis  before  the  close  of  the  first  day's  pro 
ceedings.  It  is  recognized  by  all  political 
parties  that  the  association  is  destined  to 
exercise  no  inconsiderable  influence  in 
municipal  state  and  national  affairs  in  the 
future  and  moreover  that  it  will  count  as 
no  unimportant  factor  in  even  the  ap- 
proaching presidential  election  in  its  newly 
organized  form. 

The  Washington  Home. 

Cbicaoo,  Oct.  22.— The  investigation  in- 
to the  management  of  the  Washington 
Home,  an  institution  established  here  sev- 
eral years  ago  for  the  humane  treatment 
of  inebriates  and  endowed  by  the  tax  pay- 
ers of  the  city  to  the  extent  of  |20,000  a 
year  in  addition  to  other  large  sources  of 
revenue  from  city  and  private  resources, 
commenced  today.  It  is  charged  that  the 
institution  has  been  managed,  during  the 
past  few  years,  very  much  as  the  Cook 
county  hospital  was  under  the  reRime  of 
the  Cook  county  boodlers  who  are  now  in 
the  Joliet  penitentiary,  and  those  for 
whose  temporary  aid  the  establishment 
was  founded  have  been  ill  treated  and  ne- 
glected whenever  admitted  there  and  that 
it  has  been  run  entirely  for  the  benefit  of 
the  managerial  staff. 

Mine  Workmen  Crashed. 

DcQuoiN,  111.,  Oct.  22.-Wbile  at  work  in 
the  Browning  coal  mines  here  to-day 
Charles  Freeman,  the  boss  driver,  and 
Dave  Howell,  the  boss  track  man,  were  sel- 
riously  and  perhaps  fatally  injured  by  fall 
ing  slate.

MAHUFACTDRE  FOR  EXPORT  STOPPED, 


A  Constitutional  Question  Long  Fought 

At  Last  Decided  Against  the 

Distillers. 


Wabhinoeon,  Oct.  22.— The  supreme 
court  today  sustained  the  constitution- 
ality of  ||ie  prohibition  law  of  Iowa  which 
forbids  the  manufacture  of  intoxicating 
liquors  for  exportation  to  other  states.  It 
was  pleaded  that  the  prohibitory 
feature  in  so  for  as  the  manufacture  for 
exportation  is  concerned  was  in  conflict 
with  the  constitutional  provisions  giving 
congiees  the  sole  right  to  regulate 
inter-state  commerce.  The  case 
is  that  of  J.  P.  Kidd,  a  distiller,  plaintiff 
in  error  vs  I.  E.  Pearson  and  8.  J.  Lough- 
rae.  The  court  sustains  the  state  law 
prohibiting  both  the  manufacture  and  the 
sale  except  for  mechanical  medicinal,  pul- 
monary and  sacramental  purposes.

IRON  ORE  SHIPMENTS. 

LAKE  8UPEBIOB  MINES     NEABLT     OP     TO     LAST 
teak's  phenomenal  SHIPMENTS. 

The  ojovement  of  iron  ore  from  the 
Lake  Superior  mines  continues  unexpected- 
ly large  and  the  oatpnt  set  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  season  by  some  of  the  iron 
companies  will  undoubtedly  be  made  good. 
The  Minnesota  company's  mines  at  Tower 
and  the  Chandler  at  Ely  had 
up  to  Wednesday  last,  sent  out 
by  water  349,129  gross  tons,  and  since 
then  10,000  more,  making  a  total  of  360, 
000  tons .  As  the  expected  out  put  for  the 
year  of  both  mines,  by  lake  was  660,000 
tons,  the  present  rate  of  shipment  of  over 
20,000  tons  weekly  will  fill  np  the  total.  Be- 
sides  this  60,000  tons  or  more  will  have 
been  sent  out  by  rail  before  the  end  of  the 
year.  The  total  out  put  will  reach  the  total 
of  over  500,000  gross  tons.  It  was  ex- 
pected that  the  Tower  mines  would  send 
out  a  total  of  450,000  and  the  Chandler 
60,000 

Shipments  from  all  mines.by  lake,  for  the 
season  to  last  Wednesday  had  been  3,840,  - 
000  tons  against  but  56,000  more  at  the 
same  date  a  year  ago.  As  68,000  is  consi- 
derably less  than  a  week's  bnsiness  and  as 
the  season  began  a  week  later  this  year 
than  last  the  amount  is  relatively  greater 
than  then.i  Weekly  totals  of  shipments  are 
holding  up  remarkably  well  and  it  is  no.v 
predicted  that  the  total  output  of  Lake 
Superior  mines  foi  the  year,  will  foot  up 
a  magnificent  total  of  more  than  6,000,000 
gross  tons. 

It  is  well  to  notice  in  this  connection 
that  the  only  district  which,  at  the  time, 
shows  an  increase  over  the  business  of  last 
year  is  the  Vermilion,  whose  shipments  to 
Wednesday  were  4,000  tons  more  than  in 
1887,  and  75,000  more  than  in  1886.  All 
others  are  slightly  behind .

The  Lake  Michigan  and  Lake  Superior 
rransportationcompany  contemplates  ad- 
ding two  passenger  steamers  to  its  fleet 
before  the  opening  of  navigation  next  sea- 
son, either  by  building  or  purchase.  Both 
boats  will  run  to  Duluth. 

The  Globe  Iron  works  at  Cleveland  have 
their  new  yard  in  shape  and  four  line  boats 
will  be  built  for  the  Lehigh  line,  and  three 
more  for  the  Northern  line.

If  plan^  formed  mature,  Duluth  streets 
will  be  illuminated  by  the  first  grand 
torohlighl  proce'^sion  of  the  campaign  next 
Saturday  night.  The  enormous  Republican 
majority  in  St.  Louis  county  has  had  a 
tendency  to  discourage  this  tort  of  deuion- 
stration — Democrats  believing  it  to  be 
useless  to  attempt  to  work  np  enthusiasm 
in  this  way,  and  Republicans  deeming  it 
unnecessary.  In  closely  contested 
districts  grand  torchlight  processions  are 
of  nightly  occurrence,  while  in  Duluth  the 
one  proposed  for  next  Saturday  night,  will 
be  the  first  seen  in  Dulnth's  streets  since 
the  Democrats  paraded  four  years  ago  to 
give  vent  to  their  pent  up  feelings  after 
the  victory  of  Grover  Cleveland.

That  the  visit  of 
these  men  is  of  great  importance  there 
can  be  no  doubt.

DULUTH  ELEVATOR  SCALES. 

TRK  LAKE  CABBIEBI     ASSOCIATION      AND     THE 
D(n.OTH  BOABD  OF  TBADB  STII.1,  AT  WAB. 

Some  time  ago  the  Lake  carriers  associa- 
tion began  an  investigation  of  the  alleged 
shortages  in  cargoes  from  Dulnth  and 
since  then  a  lively  correspondence,  has 
been  kept  up  between  the  association  and 
the  Dninth  hoard  of  trade.  The  board  of 
trade  has  shown  that  the  shortages,  in 
their  totals,  have  fallen  a  long  way  below 
the  expected  limitof  50  bushels  in  a  thou- 
sand aud  that  while  a  few  large  short  ges 
were  made  much  of  by  elevators  and  grain 
mt'U  at  the  other  end  of  the  line,  the  fre- 
quent overruns  were  never  mentioned 
They  also  showeil  that  shortages  were 
more  frequent  from  other  ports  and  that 
the        trouble         probably  was  to 

be  remedied  in  the  Bafifalo  elevators, 
where  small  scales,  under  private  manage- 
ment, were  employed.  Elevator  weighing 
here,  being  under  the  supervision  of  the 
state,  was  free  from  that  incentive  to  steal- 
ing which  has  made  recent  sea  ndals  in 
1,0th  Minneapolis  and  Buffalo.  The 
vessel  association  has  not  been  satis- 
fied, but  has  continued  its  kick.  \t  its 
last  meeting  a  long  letter  was  directed  to 
the  Board  of  Trade  received  today,  stating 
th  it  it  did  not  believe  th  it  the  elevator 
scales  could  be  tested  with  the  weight  of  n 
ton  and  requested  more  fretjuent  and  care- 
ful testing.  As  Duluth  scales  are  uow 
tested  more  frequently  and  carefully  than 
at  any  other  elevators  on  the  lakes,  this 
letter  will  probably  have  little  effect. 

A  PROJECT  NOT  DEAD, 

THOUOD  IT  MIOHT  AS  WELL  BK. — THE      CANAL 
SOBEMK  FOB  LAKE  MIOHIOAN. 

Nothing  has  been  heard  of  the  scheme 
for  u  canal  between  lakes  Superior  and 
Michigan  for  a  month  or  two  and  it  has 
been  generally  believed    the    project    wa^^ 

dead.  From  the  .Milwaukee  Sentinel 
it  appears  not.  William  U.  Morrill,  of 
New  York,  who  is  working  in  the  interest 
of  the  proposed  ship  canal,  and  who.-e 
latest  movements  were  recently  mentioned, 
recently  looked  over  the  ground  thorough- 
ly, taking  both  routes  from  Big  Bay  d©  Noc 
and  Little  Bay  de  Noc,  and  says  the  latter 
is  by  far  the  best,  and  so  reported  to  the 
capitalists  who  have  formed  a  syndicate 
for  the  purpose  of  building.  The  present 
plan  is  to  run  the  canal  from  Escanaba  and 
Gladstone  to  ^'unising,  on  Lake  Superior. 
There  can  be  had  an  excellent  harbor  at 
the  latter  place,  sheltered  by  Grand  Island. 
The  line  as  now  projected  will  be  thirty  six 
miles  long,  and  a  lock  of  from  eighteen  to 
twenty  feet  will  cover  the  rise.  In  3Ir. 
Morrill's  report  he  states  that  the  country 
is  decidedly  favorable,  that  the  Whitefish 
river  can  be  utilized  for  a  considerable 
distance,  and  at  the  ''divide"  there  ia  a 
small  lake  which  will  serve  as  a  reservoir 
and  feeder  for  the  lock.  Mr.  Morrill  says 
the  matter  will  be  pushed  forward  at  once, 
sarveying  to  be  done  yet  this  fall,  and  the 
question  to  be  brought  before  congress  at 
an  early  date.

Tranafonniog  Some  of  UKlinst  Women  of 
Europe — HU  Methods. 
A  short  time  ago,  a  hair  dresser,  speaking 
of  two  of  the  ugliest  woman  in  Europe,  the 
princess  Lise  Troubetskoi  and  the  prinoesa 
Mettemich,  who  were  formerly  his  custom- 
ers, said  of  the  Russian  laiiy:  "That  little 
woman  is  otlurable.  She  Is  absolutely  witb- 
a  single  physical  point  worth  bt>asting  of. 
Har  face  was  always  monstrously  plain,  the 
nose  being  just  two  holes,  the  eyes  of  a  washed 
oat  color,  and  wanting  in  fine  form;  the 
month  coarse,  with  yellow  teeth  in  detached 
pega  Her  neck,  always  thin,  was,  as  she 
advanced  in  life,  scraggy,  betraying  flatness 
of  chest,  notwithstanding  the  full  t>osom  ob- 
tained by  padding.  '  Her  arms  were  mere 
skewers,  her  legs  ditto,  and  her  feet  flat  and 
more  like  frogs  than  anything  else.  She 
was  on  the  whole  uglier  than  Mma 
Limousin.  Well,  through  talent  in  ap- 
plying art,  she  was  socially  a  great  suo- 
ce«8,  and  one  of  the  most  victorious 
flirts  both  In  her  youth  and  In  middle 
and  old  age  that  ever  came  within  the  range 
of  my  observation.  To  see  her  before  the 
glass,  waiting  for  me  to  operate,  she  was 
a  truly  revolting  sight.  But  when  her  maid 
and  I  had  fixed  her  tip,  she  was  a  redoubtable 
rival  for  no  matter  what  beauty.  The  aatis- 
faotlon  she  felt  on  seeing  herself  transformed 
lighted  her  up,  called  all  her  perversity  into 
play,  and  made  her  agog  for  manslaughter.

She  greatly  depended  on  the  capillary 
fantasia  into  wliich  I  worked  her  tresses- 
real  and  bowoweil.  A  plain  style  would  not 
have  drawn  the  eye  from  the  frightful  face 
or  tickled  it  into  good  humor,  and  groteaque- 
ness  would  hare  been  ruin.  I  had  to  be  very 
•ccentrie,  and  yet  to  know  exactly  where  to 
draw  the  line. 

I  was  the'  coiffeur  of  the  Vaudeville  thea- 
tre when  Mile.  Schneider  was  pkiytng  there 
In  the  bouffo  operas  which  she  made  famous.

I  one 
night  suggested  that  she  should  go  to  a  fancy 
ball  as  a  damsel-fly  or  'devil Vneedle.'  She 
came  splendidly  got  up,  and  looked  aa  if 
ready  to  rise  into  the  uir.  I  never  saw  sncb 
an  arrangement  of  gauze  and  tinsel  In  my 
llfft  The  thin,  long  arms  and  legs,  whlcb 
were  much  lu  %iew,  helped  the  coetumer^ 
effects.  There  was  not  a  beauty  at  the  ball 
who  oould  huld  a  candle  to  the  R-iur-«ss  Met- 
tendt^  who  was  certaJnJy  the  uglfaal  of  wo- 
men, akboqgh  the  most  attractiv-s."— The  A<^

The  commendiible  Eurowaii  custom — at

The 
boat  is  said  to  be  perfectly  manageable  under 
water.  Electrical  appliances  evidently  will 
revolutionize  us  in  every  direction.  Warfare 
on  the  waters  is  getting  to  be  too  dangerous 
a  game.  It  Is  no  longer  a  qupstion  of  prowen 
and  pluck,  but  of  possession  of  the  latest  ex- 
plosivee  and  appliances.  War  grows  not 
only  more  hideous  in  the  light  of  modem  re- 
finements, but  more  ghastly  in  its  ability 
simply  to  mechanically  to  destroy.

HOUSE  THIEF  TRAPS. 


Nowadays  when  you  compare  a  man  to  a 
horse  thief  you  wish  to  degrade  him.  Thirty 
years  ago  a  first  class  horse  thief  excited  n 
certain  amount  of  admiration  and  respect. 
In  these  days  of  rapid  transit,  telegraph, 
telephone  aud  police  one  can  scarcely  reaUau 
the  success  wliioh  horse  thieves  won  befo*« 
the  war.  Tliey  were  the  dread  and  the 
scourge  of  the  farmer  and  the  villager.  They 
were  better  organised  than  any  other  claaa  of 
criminals,  and  not  only  stole  with  nerve,  bat 
nith  system.  In  1S56  tbero  was  a  grang  with 
headquarters  in  Ohio,  which  numbered  at 
least  fifty  members,  and  which  had  agents  in 
nlmost  every  state  in  the  Union.  I  have  seen 
legal  documents  to  prove  that  horses  stolen  in 
New  Hampshire  foimd  their  way  to  Georgia, 
and  tliat  horses  stolen  in  Kentucky  were 
tracetl  to  points  iu  Maine.  It  was  no  hi^ 
hazard  business.  Spies  were  sent  oat  f»  lo- 
cate horses,  and  then  nMB  followed  to  sf  '&1 
thom.  AVheii  a  horee  was  taken  he  was  sent 
Vj  a.  eertAiii  agent,  a  farmer  or  livery  man, 
kept  a  ccrtjiin  length  of  time,  disguised,  if 
necessar}',  aud  then  forw^arded  to  a  second 
agent  still  further  away.  In  this  manner  he 
was  passed  out  of  the  state  and  hundreda  of 
miles  beyond,  and  not  one  was  recovered 
.vhere  five  were  successfully  run  off.  While 
Lhe  crime  waai  made  a  viury  serious  one  ander 
tli'^  law  of  almost  every  state,  it  was  never 
lo.ked  upon  by  participants  as  being  any* 
thing  comfjoi  jd  to  burglary,  highway  rob. 
bery  or  arson.  This  accounts  for  the  fact 
that  men  who  were  honest  in  aM  «!«» wens 
caught  passing  along  stotou  horses. 

The  years  1857-6  were  the  palmy  days  of 
ti.e  liorc^e  thief.  In  1838  a  general  movement 
was  made  against  the  tratemlty  all  over  the 
country,  breaking  up  and  scatterli^  organ- 
izations, and  the  beginning  of  the  war  fin- 
ished the  business.  Except  in  the  fai  west, 
the  horse  thief  now  acts  IndeiJendently  and 
alone,  and  it  is  rare  that  one  gets  safely  off 
with  his  prize.  During  the  two  years  I  have 
named  my  father  had  a  farm  lu  central  ItV' 
diaua.  I  was  16  years  old,  and  my  health 
was  so  poor  that  1  could  do  no  work.  Be- 
tween 1830  and  183T  we  lost  six  horses  by 
thieves,  not  one  of  which  was  recovered.  One 
day  a  sherifT  who  wras  on  the  trail  of  a  thief 
visited  our  place  and  garc  me  some  pofiters, 
and  he  was  no  sooner  gone  than  I  began  to 
plan  and  scheme.  We  had  at  that  time  seven 
g'XKl  horses,  and  among  them  was  a  span  of 
gi-ays  wtiich  bad  taken  a  statu  fair  premium. 
The  sheriff  said  we  woold  liaveio stable  them 
(u  a  bedroom  in  the  hooao  to  keep  them,  and 
fhc  impending  perQ  se*  my  wit?  to  work. 
Father  had  a  large  mercantile  business  in  the 
V  illage  three  miles  away  and  the  form  was 
in  my  charge  all  day.  Wo  had  good  bams 
.lud  the  best  of  locks,  and  wo  also  hod  a 
couple  of  watch  dogs,  but  our  horses  had 
been  stolen  Just  the  same  Indeed,  when  the 
last  horse  went,  the  thief  coaxed  away  the 
best  dog.  The  stable  door  was  double  looked, 
but  he  had  useil  skeleton  keys. 

On  the  third  day  after  the  sheriff's  vlrit  a 
couple  of  strangers  drov«  up  in  a  bugy.  One 
of  them  came  in  and  introduced  himself  as 
the  agent  of  a  Cincinnati  lishtnlng  rod 
company,  and  asked  the  privilege  of  inspect- 
ing the  rods  whieh  had  been  put  on  the  horse 
barn  the  year  before.  He  said  they  were  his 
company's  rtxto,  but  did  not  seem  to  be  prop- 
erly affixed,  "niis  was  one  day  in  May,  aud 
the  span  of  grays  were  in  the  stable.  The 
strangci's  seemed  honest  and  straight,  but  the 
sheriff  had  warned  me  to  look  out  for  all 
comers,  and  I  therefore  had  my  eyes  open. 
He  not  only  looked  at  the  rods,  but  he  In- 
sj^ectetl  the  staples  and  examined  the  doors 
and  locks.  Several  things  occurred  to  satisfy 
mo  that  ho  had  come  to  spy  out  the  situa- 
tion, and  after  the  pair  had  driven --^way  I 
began  preparations  for  a  visitor.  There  was 
«hat  might  be  called  a  vestibule  to  the 
stables.  As  you  opened  the  door  there  was  a 
space  of  about  nine  by  twelve  feet  before  you 
reachexl  the  first  stall  I  got  a  piece  of  green 
hickory  six  inet  long,  and  shaved  it  down  to 
the  size  of  an  nx  handle.  One  end  was 
pushed  into  a  hole  bored  In  a  girt  of 
the  stable,  and  by  means  of  a  piece  of 
clothesline  I  drew  the  other  end  back  ontU 
the  wood  would  stand  no  mora  In  front  of 
this  bow  or  sweep  I  rigged  a  cord  miming 
across  the  vestibule.  It  ran  up  a  partition 
aud  then  down  to  the  end  of  the  sweep,  where 
I  ringed  a  catch.  When  the  trap  was  set  the 
cord  was  about  four  feet  inside  the  door  and 
across  the  way  to  the  stalls.  The  cord  ran 
across  kneo  high,  and  a  moderate  pressure 
against  it  pulled  down  the  catch  and  let  the 
bovr  spring  back.  This  bow  was  arraoged  at 
a  height  of  five  feet  from  the  floor,  and  after 
a  few  experiments  I  was  satisfied  that  it 
woald  work  all  rights  From  the  end  of  the 
bow,  as  it  was  bent  back,  ran  a  string  ov«r 
the  hen  house  and  pig  pen  to  my  chamber 
window,  200  feet  away.  I  there  ta8tene<l  it  to 
a  bell,  and  a  ring  of  the  beU  would  mean 
that  the  bow  had  been  sprung.  The  hired 
man  slept  near  by,  and  both  of  us  had  fire- 
arma  My  father,  who  drove  homo  each 
night,  was  quite  taken  with  the*  inventiao, 
aud  was  to  turn  out  with  us  at  the  alarm. 

Pour  nights  passed  without  an  alarm.  Co 
the  fifth  night  it  was  dark  and  rainy,  and  I 
feit  so  tore  that  somebody  would  come  that  I 
did  not  undress.  Neither  did  the  hired  man. 
We  f&t  reading,  when,  at  a  quarter  to  18,  the 
1*11  suddenly  ran^nd  lifted  us  out  of  our 
chairs.  We  seizMT  our  guns,  ran  down  and 
awoke  father,  and  lighted  the  lantern,  and 
In  four  or  five  minutes  the  three  of  us  were 
at  the  tianu  The  stable  door  was  wide  open, 
aud  on  the  grotmd  outside  lay  the  l>ody  of  a 
man.  He  had  picked  the  locks  and  entered, 
and  be  hod  struck  the  cord  and  sprung  the 
sweep.  It  had  caught  his  throat,  and  he  was 
as   dead   as  a  hen-lnff.    Qe  was  a  man  at 


wauet.  ri'oin  letters  louiia  on  mm  tnero  waa 
no  doubt  that  he  was  one  of  the  agents  of  an 
organized  gang.  Indeed,  there  wi-re  two  of 
them.  The  otl)er  sat  iu  a  buggy  in  the  road, 
and  tt.s  wo  came  out  be  drove  off.  No  one 
could  identify  the  dead  man,  and,  after  an 
Inquest,  he  was  buried  in  a  comer  of  the 
village  graveyard. 

The  pa()ers  had  a  good  deal  to  say  about 
the  adventure,  and  of  course  gave  away  my 
invention.  The  next  man  who  came  would 
be  informed,  and  would  take  caro  to  avoid 
it.  I  must,  therefore,  have  recourse  to  some- 
thing else.  I  sent  off  to  St.  Louis  I'or  a  bear 
trap,  aud  as  soon  aia  it  airived  v-  planted  it 
in  front  of  the  stable  door.  It  wa^  a  monster 
trap,  iuteiided  to  hold  anything  which  got  its 
foot  between  the  jrnab,  and  we  hpd  to  use 
l«vei-s  to  b<^ar  down  the  springs,  ^'ot  one  of 
our  neighlxirs  nor  one  of  the  day  workers  on 
the  farm  knew  of  the  arrival  of  this  trap;  but 
all  knew  that  ti'.o  hickory  spring  had  twen 
done  away  with  i.i  iho  .staUe.  Vt'n  pretended 
to  baUeve  that  the  one  l<>s3on  would  keep  th« 
fellows  away  for  months  to  come.  One  daj-, 
about  three  v.eeks  after  the  burial  of  th* 
horse  thief,  a  m.-ui  wli  >ha»l  com.*  aToupf  and 
hired  to  us  to  dig  a  ditcu  to  di-om  a  pond 
made  an  excuse  to  vf^^it  the  horse  bam.  I 
was  asleep  at  the  time;  but  the  hired  man 
reported  that  his  actions  wero  suspiciuua 
He  pirobnbly  wanted  to  see  if  nny  further 
pitfalls  bad  been  prepared,  and  he  wasdoubtr 
less  gratifie<l  when  he  fout'.d  the  way  to  the 
gray  horses  clear  of  danger. 

One  of  the  jaws  of  the  trap  when  set  was 
toward  the  house.  I  fastened  the  bell  string 
to  this,  and  whenever  the  Jaws  sprang  the 
bell  would  sound  an  alarm  as  l)efore.  The 
ditch  digger  slept  in  a  room  on  the  other  side 
of  the  house,  and  we  did  not  set  the  trap 
until  he  was  In  bed.  On  the  third  day  after 
his  inspection  of  the  stables,  he  announced 
that  ho  must  go  to  the  village  iu  the  evening 
•o  make  some  purchases.  We  set  the  trap 
at  9  o'clock  and  at  half-past  10  the  beU 
rang.  We  were  waiting  for  it,  and  wo  were 
out  In  two  or  three  minutes.  Tlie  bear  trap 
had  its  victim,  and  the  victim  was  our  ditch 
digger.  Of  all  the  howling,  yelling,  curs- 
ing and  praying  you  ever  heard  mixed  to- 
KSther  this  fellow's  utterances  took  the  eaka 
He  was  caught  by  the  right  leg,  and  such 
was  the  jinin  that  he  was  ahnost  cra«y.  He 
had  unlocked  one  of  the  big  padlocks  on  the 
door,  and  had  a  bunch  of  about  fifty  keys  with 
him.  The  sudden  surprise  and  the  pain  broke 
him  In  two,  i.nd  even  before  we  got  him  out 
of  the  trap  he  confessed  that  he  came  to 
work  for  us  with  the  sole  idea  of  stealing  the 
gray  horses.  He  was  sent  to  Jail,  and  when 
his  trial  camo  on  he  went  to  prison  for  three 
vears.  That  was  not  his  full  punishment, 
however.  His  leg  was  so  injured  iu  the  trap 
that  it  bod  to  lie  amputated  to  save  his  Ufa, 

Tbo  papers  gave  my  bear  trap  away,  as  a 
matter  of  course,  and  I  most  now  look  for 
some  other  defense.  The  thieves  would 
hereafter  keep  clear  of  the  stable  door.  Oc- 
tober had  now  come,  and  the  long  nights 
were  the  glory  of  the  horse  thief.  There 
was  an  undergrovmd  statkle  to  the  horse  bam, 
and  the  dooi-s  of  this  were  never  locked,  aa 
we  were  not  afraid  of  our  cows  being  taken. 
The  only  doors  to  the  bam  proper  wiere  a 
pair  of  big  doors  and  the  stable  door.  The 
big  doors  were  so  well  fastened  on  the  Insido 
that  no  one  could  open  them.  Ail  attempts 
had  been  made  by  the  small  door.  I  now 
figured  that  the  next  comer  wouki  enter  the 
stable  below  and  ascend  to  the  horses  abo«« 
through  one  of  the  hay  boxes  running  down 
for  the  cows.  There  was  one  emjJty  stall, 
and  this  happened  to  contain  the  largaat 
aperture  above.  Once  up  stairs  the  thief 
oould  lead  the  horses  from  the  stable  to  the 
main  fioo. ,  and  tlien  oat  of  the  big  doora. 
One  aecending  by  the  hay  box  would  pass 
under  a  beam  out  on  the  main  floor.  To  this 
beam  1  fastened  two  poles  eight  feet  long  in 
an  upright  position  and  six  feet  apart.  I 
then  sawed  off  a  two  inch  plank  to  tne  right 
length,  bored  a  hole  in  either  end,  and  with 
the  help  of  the  hired  man  and  a  rope  and 
pulley,  hoisted  it  up  ond  slipped  it  over  tha 
poles.  We  arranged  it  to  have  a  fall  of 
seven  feet,  and  increased  its  weight  by  fae* 
tening  a  block  of  stone  at  either  end.  When 
drawn  up  by  the  rope  and  palley  wo  ran  the 
rope  through  a  ring  in  the  floor,  attached  a 
wire,  and  ran  this  wire  to  a  catch.  A  prea- 
Bure  of  a  pound  on  the  wire  released  the 
catch  and  let  the  plank  down  with  a  nTt>nMh, 
Wo  were  undisturbed  for  about  four  weeks 
after  tb-^  sontenco  of  the  bear  trapjvlctlin. 
Then  a  stranger  who  said  he  was  a  drover 
from  Cincinnati  called  one  day  to  look  at  soma 
of  our  8t«x;k.  We  wero  stall  feeding  three  or 
four  steers,  and  the  drover  was  shown  to  the 
underground  stable.  I  was  watching  all  hia 
movements,  and  I  saw  that  be  gave  the 
empty  stall  and  the  big  hay  box  particular 
attention.  Ho  had  heard  of  our  adventures, 
and  when  I  gave  him  to  understand  that  we 
feared  no  danger  except  by  the  small  door  he 
had  a  twinkle  in  hia  eyee.  He  praised  the  ar- 
rangement of  the  stables,  and  thereby  made 
an  excuse  for  stepping  on  the  edge  of  the 
manger  and  looking  up  the  hay  box.  He 
oould  see  that  one  climbing  up  there  would 
come  out  on  the  main  floor,  but  iie  could  not 
see  what  I  had  in  store  for  any  one  who  tried 
ft.  On  that  night  everything  was  In  readi- 
ness; but  it  was  fiv«  nights  fieforo  tho  victim 
appeared.  I  had  a  string  running  from  the 
plank  to  tho  bell  in  my  chamber,  bat  this 
alarm  was  not  needed.  It  was,  I  believe,  the 
8th  of  October.  The  weather  bad  been 
threatening  all  day,  and  at  dork  a  drizzle 
set  In.  About  8  o'clock  In  the  evening  some- 
thing disturbed  tho  hens,  and  the  hired  man 
went  out  to  investigate  the  trouble^ 
He  heard  somebody  calllog  from  the 
bam,  and  we  went  out  to  di»- 
covor  that  we  had  a  prisoner  under  the 
plank.  It  was  not  the  drover  who  called  to 
see  the  fat  steers,  but  a  tough  looking  fellow 
about  %  years  of  age  who  had  got  the 
pointer.  Ho  had  como  early,  so  as  to  get  a 
long  start  before  daybreak,  and  under  the 
Idea  that  no  trap  would  be  set  until  our  bed- 
time. The  heavy  weight  hod  oomo  down 
across  his  back,  and  be  had  been  so  badly 
hurt  that  he  could  hardly  move.  When  we 
removed  him  we  sent  for  a  doctor  and  before 
10  o'clock  the  thief  was  told  that  ho  could  not 
live  until  morning.  He  was  at  first  very  sul- 
len and  defiant,  but  as  death  camo  nearer  he 
began  to  weaken.  At  midnight  he  asked  us 
to  send  for  tho  sheriff,  and  when  that  official 
arrived  the  thief  made  a  startling  confeesicn. 
He  gave  away  the  names  and  residences  ot  a 
score  of  agents,  told  the  officer  where  to  find 
fifteen  or  t\«enty  stolen  horses,  and,  in  brief, 
made  a  complete  exposure  of  the  wL-»*le  busi- 
ness. Our  horses,  had  he  got  them,  were  to 
have  been  sent  to  New  York  or  Boston.  Ba 
died  about  5  o'clock  next  raoming,  while  dli> 
tating  a  letter  to  Ws  mother  in  Chicago. 

The  confession  was  a  windfall  for  the 
sheriff.  He  moved  rapidly,  and  within  a 
week  almost  every  member  of  the  gong  in 
the  state  was  in  limbo.  Arrests  followed,  in 
Ohio,  Illinois  and  other  states,  and  horse 
thieving  as  a  business  received  its  death  blow 
before  Christmas.  In  our  vUlage  tho  hotel 
keejier  and  the  liveryman  were  arrested, 
tried  and  sent  to  prison,  and  in  other  towns 
it  came  out  that  lawyers,  doctors,  and  even 
postmasters  had  been  in  with  the  gang.  In- 
diana recovere<l  at  least  seventy-five  vmuablo 
horses  which  had  been  rmi  out  of  the  state, 
and  at  least  thirty  men  were  sent  to  prison. 
It  was,  as  I  said,  the  breaking  up  of  the 
whole  business,  and  it  was  all  brought  about 
througU  tho  fall  of  a  pianl^  which  a  country 
boy  and  a  form  hand  bad  hoisted  into  posi- 
tion.— New  TTork  Sun.

London,  Oct.  22 — It  is  seldom  that  a 
more  extraordinarv  scone  has  been  wit- 
ueBaeti  within  the  purlieus  of  and  the  inner 
approHcheu  to  the  courts  than  that  which 
prevailed  in  their  vicinity  this  morning.The 
entire  neighborhood  was  thronged  with  a 
vast  and  almost  uncontrollable  mob  from 
immediately  aft  er  sunrise  and  it  was  only 
with  the  greatest  ditliculty  that  the  par- 
ties having  business  to  transact  could 
force  their  way  through  the  surginge;crowds. 
An  unusallv  tttrong  cordon  of  police  was 
statioii'jd  alou);  the  immediate  avennes 
leadtii);  to  the  trial  room,  where  Judges 
HaLinen,  Uay  and  Smith  assembled  to  re- 
sume the  parliamentary  inquiry  preferred 
by  Charles  Stuart  Parnell  against  the  Lon- 
don Time-i.  Judge  Hannen  presided.  The 
result  of  the  tirst  sitting  of  the  Parliamen- 
tary conimission  constituted  of  the  three 
judges  nb'ive  named  which  was  held  Sep- 
tember 17.  last  was  felt  to  be  decidedly^in 
favor  of  Mr  Parnell.  During  the  recess 
since  takf  II  by  the  commission.  The  limes 
has  published  comments  on  the  case  to  the 
prejudice  of  Parnell  and  his  colleagues  and 
as  under  the  British  laws  such  a  course  is 
punishable  it  is  reported  that  before  the 
day's  proceeding  close  Sir  Charles  Russell, 
Parnell's  leading  counsel,  will  move  that 
Mr  Walter  of  the  Times  be  arrested  for 
cuutempt  of  court  in  publishing  remarks 
upon  a  case  while  sub-judice.

founded.     This  the  Times  was  expected   to 
do  this  morning,  but  its  counsel   appeared 
still  inclined  to  pursue  a   policy  of  evasion 
and  suppression,  and  a  decidedly  dramatic 
sensation  was  caused    in    court    when    Sir 
Charles  Russell  demanded    the  production 
of  what  have  loLg  been  dericribed   and  re- 
ferred to  in  the  proceedings  as    "the  forged 
letters."      The   case    from    the    aspect    it 
wears  at  today's  opening    is    undoubtedly 
destined  to  be  one    of    the     most    famous 
judicial  inquiries    of    modern   times.     Rep- 
resentatives   of    more    than    200    of    the 
leading  newspapers    of    England,    Ireland, 
the    United    States,    France,    Russia    and 
Germany  are  present  in  the  court  reporting 
the  proceedings.     In  the  event    of  the   pro- 
duction today  of  any  letters  purporting  to 
be  the  letters  on  which  the    articles  in    the 
Times  which   led    up  to    the    inquiry  were 
founded,  Sir  Charles    Russell    will    ask    the 
commission     to    grant    an    indemnity    to 
Patrick  Egau.  of  the  United  States   to   ap- 
pear before  the   commission    and    testify. 
It  irt    believed   that    if    that    concession    is 
granted  by  the  commission  that    Mr.  Egan 
can  give  irrefragable  evidence  as  to  the  au- 
thenticity and  source  of  the  ''letters"   used 
by  the  Times.

The  French  Uiscusslui;  the  Feasibility  of 
KstabllsliiuK  au  International  Coo- 
Kress. 

Pakis,  October  22.— A  conference  between 
many  of  the  leading  and  prominent  mem- 
bers of  the  Chamber  of  Deputies    and   rep 
resentative  members  of  the  Brit  ish  parlia 
ment  was  commenced    here  today  to  dis- 
cuss the  project  of  establishing  an  Interna- 
tional Arbitration  congress.     Mr.  William 
Cremer   rcpresentinij  the      English     parlia- 
mentary delegates, at  a  recent  interview  with 
ter  Goblet    at  the     French    Foreign   office 
explained  to  Goblet  the  proceedings  of  the 
Euglish      Arbitration      Deputation    which 
went  to  America  in   the  interests    of  this 
movement  and  represented  that    a   strong 
feelins;  existed  in  the  United  States  in  favor 
of  a  Franco — .American  Arbitration  treaty. 
M.  Goblet   heartily    endorsed    the  project 
and  said  that  it  would  afford     the    French 
goverment  pleasure  to  enter    into    such    a 
treaty.

Chicaoo,  Oct.  23.— J.  W.  Midgby  and  J. 
N.  Faithorn,  representing  different  divisions 
of  the  Western  Freight  Association.have  ar- 
rived home  from  New  York  wherethey  have 
been  -in  conference  with  Commissioner 
Fink  in  regard  to  the  relations  of  eastern 
and  western  roads.  The  result  of  the  con- 
ference waa  an  agreement  which  will  be 
Rubmitt«d  as  a  recomuieiirfatlwn  to 
interested  lines  for  their  rejection  or  ap- 
proval; making  the  Mississippi  river  the 
basing  line  in  the  division  of  through  rates 
on  roads  leading  east  from  the  MiBsissippi 
to  be  allowed  on  business  from  the  Mis- 
sipoippi  river  or  beyond,  116  per  cent  of 
the  published  tariff  rate  from  Chicago  to 
New  York.  On  business  from  points  be- 
tween the  Missisfeippi  and  Missouri  rivers 
rates  are  to  be  made  on  the  basis 
of  116  per  cent,  of  the  Chicago  rate 
irom  the  Mississippi  without  the  addition 
of  a  rate  to  the  Mississippi.  It  also  was 
considered  advisable  to  re-instate  the  joint 
rate  committee  composed  of  the  chairmen 
of  the  Trunk  Line  central  traffic  and  two 
divisions  of  the  western  freight  aasociation 
tj  have  supeivision  over  rates  on  through 
business. 


KNIGHTS  OF  LABOR. 

Considerable  Kxcitenient  Caused  In  the 
Order  Becaaie  of  the  Reported  Inter- 
ference of  the  Pope. 

Philadelphia,      Oct.        23.— Prominent 
officials  of  the  Knights  of  Labor  as  well    as 
eminent   laymen   of  the   Catholic    church, 
place  no  faith  whatever  in  the  report  of  the 
correspondent   of    the    London    Chronicle 
that  the  pope  is  about  to  issue  a  decree  in- 
structing the  bishops  in  the   United   States 
to  obtain  from  the  leaders  of  the   Knights 
of  Labor   verbal   declarations  as    to  the 
inocuosnesB  of  the    order.      Their  doubts 
are  due  to  the  fact    that    the  relations   of 
the  Papal   See  to   the  organization    have 
been  considered  as  well  defined  and  settled 
since  the  last  general  assembly  whic''   was 
held  in  Minneapolis  a    year  agj.     At    the 
assembly  General  Master   Workman   Pow- 
derly  submitted  an  elaborate  report   con- 
cerning the  relations  of  the    church   to   the 
order  or  vice    versa   which   contained     iin- 
(lortant  communications     from  Cardinal 
Manning    and   Cardinal   Gibbons   together 
with  a  resume  of  the  conferences  which  had 
taken  place  bet  ween  these  and  other  eminent 
ecclesiastics  and  the  Papal  See  in    relation 
to  the  order  which,  up  to    that   time,    had 
neen  considered  more  or  less  under  the  ban 
of    the    authorities  at  Rome.      The    sum 
und  substance  of  this  report  was  that  the 
pope   h»d     been     thoroughly    satisfied    of 
the  fact  that  the  objects  of  the  order    were 
wise  and  benetirient,  that  it   was    intended 
to  fulfil  a  good  purpose,  that  in  the    main 
it  was  under  the  control  of  wise    and    con- 
servative leaders  and   that    his      Holiness 
was  thoroughly  satisfied,    more   especially 
from  the  representations  made  by     Cardi- 
nal Gibbons,  that  there  was  at    that    time 
nothing  in  the  order  to  call  for  the  condem- 
nation of  the  church  or  the  exercise    of    its 
influ<'nce  against  it.     It  can   be  stated    to 
day  for  the  first  time  that  the   day    before 
the  presentation  of  this  report  to  the    gen- 
eral assembly  it  was  by     special     arrange- 
ments submitted  to  Bishop    now    Archbis- 
hop,   Ireland,  of  St.  Paul,  and  who    at      a 
conferencelparticipated  in  by  Mr.Powderly, 
Tom  O'Reilly  the  post  telegrapher,   of  New 
York,  T.  B.  Maguire  and  two   other     care- 
fully revised  the  document  making    numer- 
ous    alterations,    interlineations  and    in 
som9  places  striking  out  entire  paragraphs. 
As  thus  omended  the  report     received    the 
approval  of  Bishop    Ireland,  who    it    was 
understood  at  that  time,  was  acting  as  the 
representative  of  Cardinal  Gibbons.   Hence 
going  to  the  assembly  with  his  approval  it 
became  almost  as  much  a  document  of  tha 
church  as  though  it  had  been    issued    over 
the  official  seal.    During  the  present      year 
nothing  whatever  has  occurred  in  any  part 
of  the  country  to  bring  the  knights  in    con- 
flict with  the  church,  and  while  the    report 
if  correct,  would  be  calculated  to   have    an 
important  bearing     upon      the      assembly 
which  meets  three  weeks  hence  at   Indiana- 
polis there  is  nothing  whatever  to    justify 
the  belief  that  any  change  in     the      basis 
established  between  that  church  and      the 
order  a  year  ago  has  occured     to    warrant 
the  report  the  renewed  Papal   interference 
is  contemplated. 

BLAINE  IN  NEW  YORK. 

The    Magnetic    Sta  tesniau      Tendered    a 
Grand  Reception  at  Rocheater. 

RocHEHTiDR  N.  Y.  October  23.— The  de- 
monstration held  here  today  in  honor  of 
.Mr.  Blaine  was  one  of  the  most  brilliant 
ovations  ever  tendered  to  the  magnetic 
statesman  of  >iaine.  Letters  have  pouted 
into  the  Btat«  and  national  headquarters 
from  towns  along  the  route  which  Mr. 
Blaine  wil',  take  asking  hitu  to  make  a  tem- 
porary stay  and  wherever  the  circumatan- 
ces  will  permit  be  has  expressed  an  entire 
willingness  to  comply  with  the  requests 
made  to  him.  The  parade  of  the  local  Re- 
publican clubs  .augmented  by  numerous 
delegations  from  the  league  Republican 
clubs  from  various  portions  of  the  state 
far  exceeded  in  magnitude  and  significance 
that  which  was  held  four  years  ago  when 
the  man  in  whose  honor  it  was  concerted 
was  himself  a  candidate  for  the  presidency. 
It  is  needless  to  say  the  hearts  of  his  lis- 
teners will  be  fired  with  the  old  enthusiasm

Every  exception 
which  he  has  taken  to  the  law  has  been 
overruled  by  the  supreme  court  of  the 
state  and  the  statute,  so  far  as  its  oonatito- 
tionality  is  coEcerned,  18  perfect.  Prohi- 
bition in  the  state  of  Iowa  is  in  fall  and 
nninterrnpted  force,  and  all  that  is  neces- 
snry  to  make  that  state  the  ideal  of  the 
Prohibitionist  is  a  rigid  enforcement  of 
the  law.  That  the  law  is  not  enforced 
everybody  knows.  Within  the  confines  of 
the  state  there  are  many  handred  liqaor 
dealers  who  are  carrying  on  an  illega. 
traffic  and  who  pay  not  one  cent  of  taxes^ 
In  Minnesota  there  are  probably  but  few 
more  saloons  than  there  are  in  Iowa,  and 
hundreds  of  thoas  ands  of  dollars  are  an. 
nnally  paid  by  them  toward  the  sap' 
port  of  the  various  local  government^ 
Under  the  high  license  law  the  nnmber  of 
saloons  has  been  decreased  the  political 
power  of  liqnor  dealers  has  been  reduced 
and  the  character  and  rssponsibility  of  the 
men  engaged  in  tbe  traffic  are  not  to  be 
compared  with  those  of  the  illicit  Iowa 
dealers.  The  saloon  business  in  Minnesota 
is  more  easily  regulated,  the  saloons  are 
more  orderly  and  the  revenne  derived 
from  them  is  greater  nnder  the  high  license 
law  than  it  was  under  the  old  system. 
High  license  is  Minnesota  has  proven  a 
success  and  no  one  who  is  the  friend  of 
temperance  will  endeavor  to  have  it  re- 
pealed.          

Two  weeks  from  to-day  the  greatest 
political  battle  witnessed  in  this  cx>antry 
since  the  election  of  Lincoln  will  be  de- 
cided. Then  the  people  will  determine 
whether  the  American  system  of  protection 
will  be  perpetuated  or  destroyed.

A.8  a  oonseqnence  new  industries 
will  spring  up  and  the  country  will  con- 
tinue to  prosper  as  it  has  since  the  inaugu- 
ration of  the  first  Republican  president 
If,  on  the  contrary,  the  Democrats  prove 
to  be  in  the  majority  the  result  will  be 
different.  Prices  will  become  unsettled 
capital  will  become  timid  and  cautions  and 
until  the  new  policy  has  had  a  fair  trial, 
investments  will  be  few  and  the  demand 
for  labor  correspondingly  light.

NOTIONS  OF  SAVAGES. 


SOME  STRANGE  BELIEFS  OF  THE  SIM- 
PLE CHILDREN  OF  EARTH 


DarwlniiMU  Antleip*t«d  by  TrH>««  mt  Af- 
rica— Curions  Ideaa  Concerning  TThJta 
People — Wliat  Bavasea  Thoaght  of  the 
aothing  of  Civilization — Animals. 

Savage  beliefs  regarding  cosmogony,  geog- 
raphy and  the  kindred  sciences  are  so  numer- 
ous that  a  volume  would  not  contain  them, 
and  may  bo  passed  by,  although  some  of  them 
are  exceedingly  strange  and  interesting.  Of 
greater  interest  to  most  readers  are  their  no- 
tions about  mankind,  dre:«,  domestic  animals, 
furniture,  etc.,  a  few  of  which  will  illustrate 
the  character  of  the  larger  number  that  might 
be  given. 

The  first  time  natives  of  the  province  of 
Victoria,  in  Australia,  saw  an  ox  grazing,  the 
whole  tribe  turned  out  to  watch  him,  and  tbe 
most  daring  warriors  begged  him  to  give 
them  the  huge  horns  he  wore.  Many  savages 
call  tbe  game  by  name  in  bunting,  just  as  a 
herdsman  calls  his  cows.  Tupinamba  women 
in  Brazil  go  to  tbe  ant  bills  and  call  the  ants 
out,  promising  them  nuts,  while  those  of  New 
South  Wales  beg  tbe  fish  to  t>e  caught.  In  tbe 
cabins  of  Canada  Indians  there  was  an  iiMli- 
vidual  especially  charged  with  this  duty. 

Bolivian  Yuracaries  would  not  feed  com 
to  their  fowls,  saying  that  as  tbey  could  not 
raise  it  tbey  ought  not  to  have  it.  Many 
tribes  of  Africa,  Paragtiay  and  Central 
America  anticipated  Darwinism  in  their  be- 
lief that  monkeys  were  formerly  men  who 
have  lost  thw  art  of  speech  l>ecau9e  they  are 
not  madj  to  labor. 

It  is  difficult  for  as  to  trnderstand  the  be- 
lief held  by  many  savages  that  they  are  the 
sole  inhabitants  »i  the  earth.  Comancbee, 
Caribs,  New  Guinea  tribes  and  Marquesans 
bad  no  idea  that  there  were  any  other  people 
on  earth  besides  their  own,  and  similar  ideas 
were  entertained  by  Rocky  Mountain  tribes, 
Orinoco  Indians,  Australian  aborigines,  Ma- 
rianne islanders  and  natives  of  Tasmania. 
Forty  years  since  natives  of  the  Marqaesas 
Islands  professed  a  like  Igjnorance  of  any  li>- 
h:ibit{ints  upon  tbe  earth    outside  their  own 

isi-Uid. 

Many  of  the  natives  of  the  West  India  and 
South  >Sea  Islands  and  Indian  tribes  of  North 
and  South  America  thought  that  tbe  first 
white  people  they  saw  came  from  heaven. 
Esquimaux  believed  that  the  first  ship  an-iv- 
ing  on  their  coast  came  from  tbe  sun  or  tbe 
moon,  from  which  latter  planet  came  the 
crew.  A  Senegal  tribe,  as  well  us  the  Caribs, 
maintained  that  the  white  people  came  from 
the  .sea,  and  that  ships  were  their  oitly  hab- 
itations. 

Some  negroes  on  the  eikEtem  frontier  of 
Congo  were  greatly  astonished  at  finding  all 
the  white  persons  wearing  ciutblug,  not  im- 
agining bow  tbey  eoold  procure  so  great  a 
quantity.  80  pleased  were  tbe  simple  na- 
tives of  a  country  to  the  south  of  Sahara 
with  buttons  that  Park  was  kept  some  time 
buttoning  and  unbuttoning  his  coat,  to  show 
tbe  use  of  these  attachments.  Tbe  king  of 
Hondo  and  his  officei-s  greatly  admired  an 
umbrella,  and  were  some  time  in  learning 
how  to  use  a  machine  so  marvelous,  and  New 
Zealanders  were  equally  impressed  with  one, 
delighting  to  open  and  close  it.  Tbe  inbal>- 
itants  of  an  island  in  the  east  believed  that 
tbe  man,  liis  clothes  and  his  shoes  were  of 
one  piece,  and  were  only  convinced  of  the 
contrary  by  a  close  examination.  A  Sen^pal 
tribe  was  convinced  that  this  must  be  tbe 
case  with  tbe  missionaries. 

Some  women  on  the  borders  of  the  Great 
Sahara  thought  the  Abbe  Poiret  had  a  green 
skin  because  be  wore  gloves  of  that  hue,  and 
others  in  a  nomudic  tribe  of  Morocco  were 
very  mncb  frightened  at  seeing  Di'ummond 
Hay  pull  off  his  gloves.  Tasmanitois  were 
very  much  surprised  to  see  a  traveler  do  tlie 
sam&  African  Laus  thought  the  boots  were 
a  part  of  the  natural  body,  and  wondered 
much  that  they  should  lie  dark  while  the  face^ 
were  white.  Another  African  tribe  thought 
that  a  mJssion;u-y  was  detouluug  hii  feet 
when  removing  the  shoes,  and  that  his  black 
stockings  were  a  detachable  part  of  a  double 
skin  with  which  he  was  provided.  The  Uasa- 
"amoe  of  Africa  tiiought  that  another,  who 
wore  glasaee,  had  four  eyes,  one  pair  of  which 
were  detachable.  Some  New  ZeaJanders 
were  persuaded  that  a  wig  was  iiut  the  skin 
of  the  bead,  and  that  its  removal  was  acoonir 
plished  by  magic.  Hawaiians  thought  Cook's 
Officers  wore  homed  because  tiicy  wore  tliree- 
comelW  chapeaux,  and  believed  that  their 
(X>ckets  were  entrances  to  great  natural  re»- 
ervoirs  of  treasures  within  tlieir  txxlios,. 

Guinea  negroes,  Tabftian^  and  tribes  of 
tbe  New  Britain  archipelago,  believed  that 
cloth,  ar;  s,  hatcliets,  mirmrs  and  otiier  ob- 
jects of  tbw  kind  were  fruits  of  tbe  earth,  and 
Tabitians  sowed  uaiis  to  raitse  a  crop,  while 
Caribs  planted  gunpowder  in  the  ground, 
with  a  similar  expectation. 

Several  Australian  tribes  as  well  as  natives 
of  New  Soutii  Wales  and  Mexicans,  thought 
the  horse  and  rider  Inseparable,  and  were  ex 
ceedingly  astonished  to  see  the  human  part 
of  tbe  Centaur  descend  from  bis  perch. 
South  Sea  islanders  thought  the  first  horse 
brought  on  shore  was  a  pig,  to  which  latter 
animal  they  were  accustomed. 

Elamschatkans  tboogbt  all  animalf  under- 
stood their  language,  and  addressed  tc  them 
most  flattering  words.  Yacnts  of  Siberia  call 
the  bear  lord,  ilinatrioasoJd  man,  good  father, 
and  beg  of  him  bamUy  the  permission  to  con- 
tinue their  journey.  Tbe  tiger  Is  named  lord 
or  grandfatiier  by  Cambodia  tribes,  ainl  tbe 
Annamitfc  call  him  Sir  Tiger,  and  address 
prayers  to  iiim.  Fhilif^ine  islanders  beg  the 
crocodiles  not  to  do  them  any  harm,  wniir 
inhabitant*  of  one  of  tbe  Fiji  islands  tiiluk 
the  shark  will  not  attack  them  if  they  call 
out,  "I  am  from  Uoloumba'"  (their  village). 

Negroes  uauaily  think  wine  is  blood,  on 
first  seeing  it.  Some  iisquimaux  thought 
biscuit  dried  seals'  flesh.  When  Canadian 
Indians  saw  white  men,  for  the  first  time, 
eat  bread  and  dnnk  wir»e  they  Uiougbt  thetn 
wood  and  biood.  One  African  tribe  is  con- 
rinced  that  rivers  of  mm  flow  on  the  Euro- 
oean  soil.  Mianonariee  enumerated  rum  as 
one  of  tlie  blessings  of  paradise  to  tbe  Vezes, 
a  Madagascar  tribe.— F.  H.  Bassett

DepoBlt  of  the  Great  Rivers. 

The  average  discharge  from  thf  Missouri 
Into  tlie  Mississippi  is  estimated  av  J70  cubic 
feet  per  second.  This  would  be  500,000 cubic 
yards  per  day,  and  lS),iXXJ/XJO  of  cubic  yard:, 
per  year.  At  flood  stage  tbe  sediment  has 
reached  tbe  enormous  amount  of  4,000  UUO 
of  cubic  yards  in  one  day.  This  would  malt* 
a  bank  twenty-three  miles  long  and  100 
square  yards  across,  and  1,000  miles  of  such 
levi-e  in  a  year.  When  tbe  united  rivers 
jxjur  into  the  gulf  the  output  of  soil  annually 
is  twice  the  above  amount  The  meaning  ol 
such  figures  it  is  impossible  to  mea.sure.  One 
hundred  and  fifty  cubic  miles  of  the  conti- 
nent tumbled  annually  into  the  sea  by  one 
water  shed.  Tho  wear  and  waste  of  ciuti- 
vatable  soil  is  enormous,  but  the  great  prob- 
lem for  man  is  bow  to  control  the  mud  laden 
waters  so  that  tbey  shall  not  destroy  ruth- 
lessly  cm  the  way  to  their  discharge.— Olobe- 
DemocraL

■oi;ii.     Had  he  <>ee8ion  oontiuued  a    month 
longer  the  bridge  bill.s  in  which  Dnluth    is 
so  greatly  interested  and    which    her    oo  - 
tirreBsman  baA  been   endeavoring    to    pn^h 
throagh  the  hoase  so  long    woald    become 
lawe.     The  petty  jealooAy  of  Weet  Snper- 
tor  and  the  small    mind     of  Congressman 
Hangan  who  has  aided  them  in  their  mean 
endeavors  to  harass  these    bills,    have    re- 
ceived a  sodden  check.

PASSES  ON  ESTIMATES  AND  BIU.8  AMD  DBOIDEB 
TO  WAIT  IN  THE  ELBOTBIC  UOHTINa  HAT- 
TEB. 

As  nsual  estimates  from  the  board  of 
works  occupied  the  attention  of  the  coun- 
cil on  its  assembling  last  night.  There 
were  a  number  of  them,  including  $34,000 
on  First  street,  $15,730  for  storm  sewers 
on  First  avenue  west  and  East  Superior 
street,  and  other  smaller  amounts.  Esti- 
mates were  ordered  paid  amounting  to

(ileason,  paving  Fifth  avenue  west,  $2,513.- 
53;  F  Youngren,  sewer.  Second  street, 
$.1,241.51;  J.  C.  Morison,  sewer,  alley 
above  First  street,  $1,160;  J.  D.  Ray,  for 
completing  improvement  of  road  to  ceme- 
tery, $250.  The  board  made  recommenda- 
tions that  S.  U.  Rothermel  <fc  Co.  be  award- 
ed the  plumbing  and  steam  heating  work 
for  the  new  city  hall,  that  certain  sidewalks 
Reekie,  and   to   Colby

be  awarded  to  J 
Smith. 

Property  owners  on  Michigan  street  pe- 
titioned that  the  payment  of  work  on  that 
street  be  continued  in  three  year  assess- 
ments. Referred  to  the  proper  com- 
mittee. A  communication  was  received 
from  State  Secretary  Hewitt,  of  the  board 
of  health,  regarding  a  re-organization  of 
the  board  under  state  laws.  J.  J.  Miller 
and  C .  C.  Salter  petitioned  for  sewer  con- 
nections. Elevator  companies  and  other 
large  property  owners  in  Bay  Front  divi- 
sion petitioned  against  the  granting  per- 
mission to  the  Standard  Oil  company  to 
build  large  receiving  tanks  in  the  harbor. 
The  railroad  committee  recommended  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  as  advised  by 
the  mayor,  to  confer  with  the  railroad  com- 
panies respecting  a  anion  depot  and  sewer 
outlets.  The  lighting  committee,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  question  of  electric  light- 
ing, requested  farther  time  and  advised 
the  sending  of  representatives  to  other 
cities  to  examine  the  different  lighting  sys- 
tems. After  transacting  some  other  minor 
bosiaess  and  several  bills  had  been  ordered 
paid  the  council  adjourned.

Northwestern  Railroader:  For  a  year 
%nd  a  half  this  paper  has  been  urging  the 
larger  cities  of  the  Northwest— St.  Paul 
Minneapolis  and  Dnluth — to  give  more 
serious  attention  to  an  effort  to  establish 
railroad  manufacturing  industries  in  the 
Northwest.  That  there  is  room  for  suoh 
industries  there  can  be  no  question.  We 
are  almost  weary  of  q  noting  facts  and 
figures  to  show  that  almost  all  kinds  of 
railroad  supplies  can  be  made  h«re  on 
terms  which  will  more  than  enable  them 
to  compete  with  the  eastern  manufactured 
products  in  the  northwestern,  and  large 
part  of  the  western  markets 

Duluth  is  the  only  city  which  has  so  fur, 
made  any  determined  effort  in  this  direc- 
tion. As  a  result  she  has  secured  possess- 
ion dnring  the  last  year  of  three  mauufac- 
turing  concerns  of  the  first  magnitude,  two 
large  iron  and  steel  companies  and  rolling 
mills  and  the  Minnesota  Car  company. 
These  three  concerns  will  make  an  addition 
to  the  manufacturing  of  Dnluth  incom- 
parably greater  and  more  important  in 
every  way  than  either  St.  Paul  or  Min- 
neapolis has  seour«d  for  some  years,  and 
there  is  every  evidence  that  these  are  only 
the  beginning  of  what  promises  to  be  a 
large  and  permanent  iron  and  steel  manu- 
farturiug  centre  at  Duluth.

THE  POLICE  HAVE  NO  CLUE  lET  BUT  ABE  BTILI. 
HABD  AT  WOBK. 

No  clue  has  yet  been  obtained  to  the 
robbers  of  Treasurer  Fritz,  of  Herm&ntown 
The  affair  is  a  mysterious  one  and  grows 
more  so  each  day .  Yesterday  old  man 
Boacoe  oomes  to  the  front  and  states  that 
be  saw  at  least  five  men  committing  the 
act.  He  seys  the  robbery  occurred  at  8 
o'clock  last  Tuesday  evening  at  a  point 
just  the  other  side  of  Miller's 
creek  on  the  Hermantown  road.

Distance  of  old  intake  pipe  from  shore  182  ft  • 

Extension  of  pipe 2''2  ft. 

Total  length  of  intake  pip« 454  ft 

Depth  of  old  intake  pipe 21  ft. 

Depth  of  present  intake  pipe -45  ft. 

The  intake  pipe  at  the  end  is  connected 
with  a  "spider"  with  three  branches,  bend- 
ing upward  four  feet  below  the  surface  of 
the  lake.  Mr.  Bement  states  that  sound- 
ings Hhow  that  for  200  feet  beyond  the 
present  end  of  intake  pipe  there  is  only  an 
additional  depth  of  one  foot.  On  his  invi- 
tation I  have  visited  the  pump  works  and 
lind  a  new  and  powerful  pump  about  ready 
for  service,  with  a  capacity  of  3,000,000 
gallons  in  24  hours.  This  makes  the  total 
capacity  of  the  works  5,000,000  gallons  in 
24  hours.  Estimating  fiO  gallons  of  water 
Bupply  per  capita  for  each  24  hours,  the 
()resent  works  will  bfl  equal  to  supplying  a 
poDulation  of  more  than    100,000  people. 

Mr.  Bement  furnishes  the  further  state- 
ment of  the  depth  of  intake  pipe  and  depth 
nt  which  water  is  taken  in  intake  pipe  of 
the  following  cities: 

Racine,  Wis.,  depth  of  intake  pipe,  40 
feet.    Takes  water  at  .^0  feet. 

Milwaukee,  depth  of  intake  pipe,  20  feet.

It  was  requested  that  the 
secretary  discover  the  best  manner  of  ob 
taining  right  of  way  throogh  the 
platted  portions  of  Minnesota  Point 
to  a  connection  with  the  new 
line  of  the  Terminal  company.  He  was 
also  direc'ed  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
county  oommissioners  to  the  depredation? 
on  Minnesota  Point  and  request  them  to 
■top  them,  it  being  reported  by  Mr.  Hartly 
th  t  no  other  power  had  jurisdiction  in 
the  premiies,  especially  as  the  title  to  bo 
mach  of  the  property  was  in  dispute  both 
by  tax  titles  and  riparian  right  claims.

A  BELOVED  BISHOP. 

L»id    to    Re»t    lu    Milwaukee   Today— An 
Impressive  Ceremony. 

MiLWADKKE,  October  25,— All  that  is 
mortal  of  the  late  Bishop  Welles  was  laid 
to  rest  this  afternoon,  and  the  obsequies 
were  attended  by  such  a  demonstration  of 
sorrow  and  grief  as  testified  to  the  full  the 
esteem,  love  and  reverence  in  which  the 
deceased  prelate  was  held  by  his  large 
flock.  Holy  communion  was  celebrated  in 
All  Saints  cathedral  at  eight  and  nine 
o'clock  this  morning,  the  attendance  at 
both  services  being  very  large.  The  main 
service  was  set  for  half-past  eleven,  but 
long  before  this  hour  the  edifice  was  filled 
to  overflowing  and  hundreds  were  unable 
to  secure  admission.  In  the  congregation 
were  scores  of  clergymen  from  this  and 
neighboring  diocese  and  adjoining  sees,  to- 
gether with  Bishop  Seymour,  of  Springfield, 
111:,  McLaren,  of  Chicago;  Knickerbocker, 
of  Indiana;  Whipple,  of  Minnesota,  and 
Walker,  of  North  Dakota.  The  service 
was  the  usual  one  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal church,  with  the  celebration  of  Holy 
Communion.  At  the  conclusion  the  casket 
was  conveyed  to  Forest  Home  and  tempo- 
rarily placed  in  a  vault,  where  they  will 
rest  until  a  permanent  leceptacle  is  pro- 
vided for  them  under  the  ne>v  chancel 
which  it  is  proposed  to  build  at  the 
cathedral.

Cincinnati,  Oct.  25— This  is  labor  day  at 
the  Centennial  exposition  and  from  present 
indications  at  eleven  o'clock  the  atten- 
dance will  be  the  largest  of  the  season.

An  Appeal  for  Aid  to   Asslat    Them   to    • 
Praotieal  Edacatlon. 

Ckicauo,  Oct.  25— Thousands  ot  residents 
of  this  city  have  within  the  past  few   days 
received  from    the    sisters   ot   charity     ot 
Ballaghaderin,  Mays   county,    Ireland,    a 
lengthy  circular  appealing  in  piteous  terms 
for  support  which  will  enable  them  to  keep 
the  young  girls  of  that  district  at  home  as 
well  as  to  take  care  of  the  aged     and    the 
orphans.  The  sisters  say  that  to  those  who 
have  vowed  their  lives  to  God's   poor,   it 
is  a  matter  of  deep  pain  and     anxiety     to 
see  numbers    of   innocent    country     girls 
going  straight  from  their  lowly, Irish  cabins 
into  the  largeAmerican  cities  friendless,  un- 
protected and  quite  unfit   for   service.    Mo 
wonder  these  girls  were  looked  down  upon 
by  strangers,  as  are  so  many     Irish     that 
leave  home  so    ignorant.    And    yet    these 
girls  have  naturally  good  dispositions,  aie 
willing  and  intelligent  and  anxious  tD  get  a 
chance  of  improving  themselves.    As,  how- 
ever, say  the  sisters,  they  are  powerless  to 
keep  these  young  people  at  home;  they  are 
(ireparing  them  for  an  exile    lite    by    uiving 
such  an  industrial  education  as  will    make 
them  acceptable  to    American   housewives, 
Hucii  as  a  regular  course     in    the    kitchen, 
laundry,      ironing     rooms     and       house- 
hold work,  as  well  as  teaching  them  to    cut 
imd  make  their  own  clothes.     Accompany- 
ing this  circular  is  a  card  with  a  cross  com- 
posed of    sixty    squares.    The    recipicents 
are   asked   to    collect   five  cents    for    each 
square,  and  to  forward  the  $3      to      Sister 
.\gnes  Morrogh  Barnard.    In    return    they 
are  promised  a  special    mention      in     400 
musses  for  the  souls  in  Purgatory    as    well 
ae  a  daily  remembrance  in  the    prayers    of 
the  sisters.

Times    Trial   Against    Pamell 
Still  in  Progress— A  Loud 
Mouthed  Speaker. 


London,  Oct.  25.— On  the  reassembling 
of  the  Pamell  commission  to-day  Attorney 
General  Webster  resumed  his  address  in 
behalf  of  the  Times.  He  dilated  on  the 
relatione  between  theParnellites  and  mem- 
bers ot  the  American  league,  contended 
that  the  league  originated  in  America,  and 
declared  that  it  was  a  conspiracy  hatched 
in  America  and  effected  by  American 
money.  Members  of  the  league  in  America 
were  dynamiters  and  advocates  of  murder 
and  they  had  Parnellites  a,8  accomplices. 
He  denounced  Finerty,  Redpath  and  Rosea 
as  dynamiters  who  had  plotted  for  the 
most  villainous  forms  of  outrage.  He  said 
it  was  absurd  to  say  that  Pamell  had  no 
relations  with  Patrick  Ford,  as  most  of 
the  facte  proved  an  intimate  connection 
between  the  two. 

Dublin,  Oct.  25. — The  Freeman's  Journal 
asserts  that  over  200  Irish  policemen  have 
been  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  London 
Times  as  witnesses,  who  may  be  useful  in 
proving  its  charges  against  I^arnellites.  It 
says  that  no  subpoenas  were  issued  for 
such  witnesses.  It  also  declares  that  copies 
of  letters  belonging  to  Matthew  Harris, 
which  were  seized  when  the  police  searched 
his  bouse,  have  been  given  up.

CITT  ATTORNEY  ON  QUESTION  OK,  BEQISTRA-

A  nnmber  of  the  jadgres  of  election  in  the 
iifferent  wards  wish  to  state  that  they  diff- 
M  from  City  Attorney  Smith  in  bis 
recently  expre^tsed  opinion  in  regard  to 
the  necessity  of  certificates  of  change  of 
residence.

The  anti-Qiil  men  are  afraid  to  espresp 
themselves  openly,  a,"?  they  don't  want  to  be 
read  oat  the  Democratic  party  It  seems 
to  me  that  Hill  is  going  to  be  beaten  by 
Miller.  Almost  every  excise  board  is  Re- 
pablicau,  and  they  threaten  to  discipline 
the  saloon  men  (apon  whom  Uill  relies)  if 
they  work  for  him. 

From  Albany  another  correspondent 
says: 

I  find  that  there  is  a  large  pnrchasabla 
vote  in  Albany,  Columbia  and  Datchess 
counties.  It  will  go  to  the  party  having 
tiie  longets  parse,  in  Hudson  there  is  one 
ward  where  300  votes  can  be  bonght  at  so 
mnch  a  head,  and  the  Republican  intend 
baying  them.  The  figure  is  estimated  at 
$'J,0MO.  In  Ponghkeepsie  the  same  state  of 
affairs  exists,  and  a  Democrat  remarked  to 
me  that  even  well-to-do  farmers  will  hunj 
aronnd  the  polls  nearly  all  day  hoping  to 
net  a  good  price  Here  in  Albany  County 
It  is  said  that  no  Icfis  than  G,000  votes  de- 
pend upon  money .  I  have  met  Republi- 
cans who  confidently  expect  to  see  their 
majoritie.'i  swelled  by  the  use  of  money  or 
the  Democratic  majorities  seriously  cut 
down. 

Still  another  one  writing  from  Pongh- 
keepsie says: 

I  have  tried  to  pnt  as  good  a  face  on  the 
Democratic  sitnation  in  the  counties  visited 
by  me  as  the  facts  would  warrant.  But 
the  fact  is  the  Democrats  in  Westchester. 
Putnam,  Duobeas  and  Columbia  counties 
are  in  bad  shape.  You  know  how  strongly 
Ketcham  will  run  in  his  Congressional  dis 
trict,  and  the  Repnblicans  sincerely  believe 
he  will  get  '.i,5(X)  majority. 

I  think  the  estimates  I    have    given    are 
below    what      the    figures    will    snow    on 
election  day.     Yon  cannot   rub    out    facts, 
and  when  the  Democrats  confess  defeat  be 
forehand  it  seems  useless  not  to  say  bo. 

The  Herald's  reports  from  all  points  in 
New  York  state,  outside  of  the  city,  all  in- 
dicate large  Republican  gains. 


At  the  second  session  of  the  40 th  Congress 
when  the  vote  was  taken,  December  18, 
1886,  upon  Morrison's  resolution  to  take 
up  his  horizontal  redaction  bill,  there  were 
25  Democrat.'  who  voted  with  the  Republi- 
cans against  it.  But  on  the  passage  of 
the  Mills  bill,  a  worse  measure  of  the  same 
sort  in  every  respect,  there  were  only  four 
Democratic  votes  against  it.  TIuh  shows 
what  efforts  had  been  made  to  coeree  and 
induce  members  to  abandon  the  interests 
of  their  coustituenta  and  their  own  honest 
convictions.  .And  now  the  same  game  is 
being  played  on  a  still  broader  scale  to 
blind  and  seduce  the  people.  The  fate  of 
Morrison's  bill  and  his  own  gubse- 
qaent  fate  was  a  warning  that 
much  preliminary  work  had  to  be  done. 
The  ways  and  means  committee  of  the 
house  was  constituted  for  the  purpose 
with  six  of  the  eight  Democratic  members 
from  the  South,  all  rank  free  traders.  The 
Mills  bill  was  prepared  by  that  committee 
without  consultation  with  the  Republican 
m'nofity  and  with  very  little  consideration 
of  evidence  aa  to  the  Effects  of  the  bill 
upon  the  interests  of  the  country.  Repre- 
sentative Buchanan,  of  the  Trenton  dis- 
trict, Now  Jersey,  in  a  speech  i^  congress, 
snowed  that  more  money  was  paid  out  to 
the  employes  in  indastrial  establisments  in 
the  single  city  of  Trenton,  three  times 
over,  than  in  all  the  six  diptricts  repre 
sented  by  thesix  southern  Democrats  on 
the  Ways  and  Means  committee.  Are  such 
men  tu  be  allowed  to  frame  the  laws  that 
are  to  determine  the  fate  of  the  wage 
earners  of  the  north T

nity." This  it  a  flat  contradiction  out  of 
the  month  of  one  of  their  own  number  of 
what  is  charged  as  the  result  of  protection^ 
that  it  makes  the  rich  richer  and  the  poor 
poorer.  Mr.  Atkinson  has  not  stated  what 
ch  inge  has  occurred  iu  free  trade  England 
daring  the  same  period,  but  we  are  certain 
that  the  condition  of  the  day  laborer  has 
not  improved  iu  the  same  degree.     If  pro- 


tection were  a  policy  that  increased  the 
wealth  of  the  rich  and  diminished  the 
earnings  and  savings  of  the  poor,  it  would 
be  condemned  by  its  fruits,  but  the  con- 
trary is  the  effect,  and  therefore,  having 
proved  it  to  be  good,  we  should  hold  fiist 
to  it. 

Walking  sticks  made  of  paper  are  the 
latest  novelty  and  the  probabilities  are 
that  before  long  they  will  supersede  the 
old  fashioned  wooden  stick  that  has  been 
in  vogue  for  generations.  As  a  specimen 
of  *  hat  can  be  done  in  this  line  there  is 
now  on  exhibition  at  the  Crystal  Palace, 
London,  a  walking  stick  made  of  seven- 
teen thousand  seperate  pieces  of  two  news- 
papers, by  taking  the  handle  off  each  piece 
can  be  taken  off  seperately.  It  is  dark 
green  in  color  and  is  hard  and  durable  as 
one  made  of  ebony.  5

I  will  show  yoa 
in  that  tremendous  proceasioual  pancirtunain 
less  than  an  hour's  time  a  hundred  men, 
mingling  with  the  thousands  who  enter  and 
jabber,  who  have  slid  gradually  but  surely 
from  the  very  altitudes  of  prosperity  into 
the  absolute  depths  of  penury,  of  poverty, 
snd  of  mental,  moral,  and  physical  ruin. 
How  do  tliey  live?  They  beg,  they  borrow; 
that  they  would  steal  I  dare  say  is  no  violent 
presumption. 

Come  out  upon  the  sidewalk.  You  are  a 
well  known  man.  Stand  there  a  half  hour 
and  I  venture  to  predict  you  will  be  accosted 
twenty  tmies  by  tramps— loathsome,  repul- 
sive, nasty— who  will  beg  with  offensivB 
familiarity  the  gift  of  a  dime.  I  speak  not 
of  professional  beggars.  The  city  is  overrun 
with  them,  the  famed  artists  of  petition,  who 
have  illustrated  every  history  told  of  the  city 
of  Rome,  who  are  no  more  adepts  in  their 
oraft  than  are  scores  of  well  known  men  and 
women  who  go  from  point  to  point  in  this 
city,  the  place  being  farmed  out  with  mathe- 
matical exactness,  reaping  rich  harvests 
from  the  careless,  the  generous,  the  off 
handed,  to  whom  a  dime  or  a  quarter  is  noth- 
ing, but  finding  in  the  aggregate  a  very  sub- 
atantial  Income. 

But  It  isn't  of  that  class  I  speak.  I  call  the 
attention  of  the  public  not  to  the  dirty  Ital- 
ians, not  to  the  poor  devils  in  the  lodgmg 
houses,  not  to  the  trndei^mid,  overworked 
shopgirls  and  shopmen,  nor  to  the  vast 
army  of  unfortunates  who  beg  of  old 
time  acquaintances,  but  to  the  multitude  of 
men,  women,  and  children  who  literally 
walk  the  streets  early  in  the  morning,  look- 
ing in  the  ash  barrel  of  chance  for  the  crost 
of  susteuauco.

gation of  unhappy  humanity — how  longjare 
.they  to  be  contented  with  the  violent,  shArp, 
acceutuated  contrasts  between  their  condi- 
tion and  yours? 

What  do  you  suppose  a  man  who  has  not  a 
cent  in  the  world  thinks  as  he  walks  by  some 
of  our  magnificent  establishmenta,  the  carv- 
ing on  the  very  stones  that  lead  to  the  front 
door  costing  thou.sands  of  dollars,  and  the 
great  floods  of  light  t^iat  come  from  the 
superbly  illuminated  interior  pressing  out 
toward  the  chill  atmosphere  through  gorge- 
ously decorated  windows.  'Wliat  do  you 
suppose  they  think  as  they  stand  and  look, 
and  when  the  door  opens  and  a  man  no  taller, 
no  wider,  no  thicker,  no  nothing,  except 
richer,  than  themselves,  steps  into  his  car- 
riage and  drives  off,  his  steeds  prancing 
along  the  avenue,  making  choice  harmonies 
with  their  brightly  sLodden  hoofs?  What  do 
you  suppose  he  thinks  as  he  shufiles  lamely 
down  the  side  street,  looking  into  the  ash 
barrel  or  into  the  garbage  box  I'or  a  partially 
•aten  melon  rind  or  a  cast  away  piece  of 
bread?

It  now  appears  from  a  decision  of  the  su- 
preme court  of  Michigan  that  such  a  law 
is  uucoustitutioiiHl  and  illegal. 

A  Detroit,  Micnigan  paper  says:  List 
April  Thomas  O'Neil  a  game  dealer  of  De- 
troit, was  convicted  of  having  qoail  in  his 
possession  daring  the  month  of  April,  con 
trary  to  law.  He  proved  that  the  quail  was 
brought  from  .Missouri  in  the  previous  De- 
cember, but  the  court  held  thai  that  fact 
made  no  difference.  .An  nnpeal  was  taken 
and  the  supreme  court  has  just  decided 
that  the  law  was  unconstitutional,  because 
the  act  contained  a  provision  not  expressed 
in  its  title,  anil  bt'cause  the  legislature  ex- 
ceeded its  power  when  it  attempted  to  pun- 
ish a  person  for  having  in  bis  potsession 
after  the  game  killing  .season,  game  which 
was  lawfully  killed. 

Apparently  therefore  the  Minnesota  law 
will  full  nmler  the  same  category  and  can 
be  evaded  in  the  same  way.

A  SHIP  OVER  NUGARA. 


I  copy  from  a  letter  which  was  writ- 
ten by  a  former  resident  of  Lancaster  an  ao- 
ooant  of  a  most  remarkable  occurrence  at 
Niagara  Falls  sixty  years  ago,  which  the 
writer  of  tbe  letter  witnessed,  and  of  which 
tt  Is  doubtful  if  many  people  of  today  ever 
heard.  No  history  of  Niagara  Falls  that  1 
ever  saw  gives  auy  account  of  it,  although 
nothing  that  ever  occurred  at  the  great 
oacaract  has  a  more  peculiar  interest.  Tbe 
Utter  is  especiaXly  interesting  as  giving  an 
Illustration  of  tbe  manner  in  which  people 
w«nt  on  excursions  In  the  days  before  rail- 
roads. It  Is  doubtful  if  so  many  people  have 
ever  gathered  at  tbe  falls  at  oue  time  since 
the  day  described  in  this  letter.  Here  is  tbe 
extract: 

"BuFFAi/5,  Sept.  9,  isaa 

"I  was  in  hopes  that  1  should  have  got 
b«ok  to  this  town  from  the  Niagara  falls  last 
evening  iu  time  to  have  dropped  you  a  line 
respecting  tbe  fate  of  the  schooner  Miohigao, 
but  owing  to  the  delay  in  getting  away.wait- 
Ing  for  our  passengers  and  soma  derangft- 
meut  of  tbe  machinery  of  tbe  steamixi&t  and 
u  bead  wind,  we  did  not  arrive  until  1  o'clock 
this  momlog.  As  tbe  exhibition  yesterday 
was  of  a  novel  character  and  has  excited 
moeb  more  Intareet  than  any  person  could 
have  »nri<'>pntf*d  when  It  was  first  men- 
tioned, you  wiU  doubtless  be  anxious  to  learn 
th«  partioulaps,  and  to  gratify  ycwr  curioeity 
I  will  endeavor  to  give  you  the  story  as  much 
In  detail  as  possible. 

"Tbe  schooner  Michigan  was  the  largest  on 
Lake  Brie,  and  too  large,  in  fact,  to  enter  the 
warioQs  harbors  of  the  lake,  and,  being  some- 
what decayed  in  her  uppers,  the  thought 
struck  the  owner,  MaJ.  Fraaer,  formerly  of 
Now  York,  tliat  she  would  answer  tbe  par- 
pose  of  testing  tbe  fate  of  a  vessel  that  by  ao- 
cident  might  approach  too  near  the  stu- 
pendons  cataract  of  Niagara,  and  al^  qf  tbe 
fate  of  animals  that  might  be  eaogfat  in  the 
rapids  of  those  swife  rolling  waters  and  car- 
ried over  the  falls. 

"The  proprietors  of  the  large  public  booaea 
«t  the  falls,  on  both  sides  of  Uie  river,  and  of 
stages  and  steamboats,  made  up  a  pnrse  to 
purcluuie  the  schooner,  aware  that  they  would 
be  repaid  by  the  company  which  tbe  ezhi- 
bitioD  would  attract,  and  hi  the  calculation 
ttioy  were  not  daoeived. 

"For  several  days  previous  to  the  Cth  the 
stages  came  crowded,  as  well  as  the  canaj 
boats,  so  much  so  that  It  was  difficult  to  find 
a  oonveyanoe  to  the  fails;  and  snch  wm  tha 
Interest  that  tha  daecent  was  the  onlr  tx^io 
of  oontvieraatli'a  among  all  elaf  *«.  On  tbe 
night  ot  tbB  Tkh  wagons  filled  with  countrT 
people  rattled  tbroogh  this  town  all  nighi, 
•ad  oo  Saturday  momtng  Buffalo  itaeU 
■earned  to  be  moving  in  a  mass  toward  the 
point  of  attractioa  To  accommodate  those 
who  could  not  find  a  passage  in  c.-irrlagea, 
five  steamboats  bad  advertised  to  leave 
here  on  Satiu^iay  morning  They  were 
^le  Henry  Clay,  WUllajn  Penn,  Pi- 
oneer, Niagara  and  Chippewa,  being 
all  the  steamboats  on  Lake  Erie  exoe;^ 
the  Superior  The  Chippewa  was  appointed 
to  tow  doMrn  the  pirate  schooner  (us  she  was 
termed),  the  Michigan,  which  service  she  per- 
formed. 1  took  my  passage  on  board  this 
boat,  and  we  got  under  way  before  th» 
oCbera,  passed  throtigb  the  basin  at  Block 
Rock,  and  about  a  mile  beki-w  the  rook  took 
in  tow  the  veasal  destined  to  make  the  dread- 
ful plunge.  As  aoon  as  wa  got  under  way 
the  scene  became  interesting.  The  sun  shone 
In  fuU  splendor,  the  waters  of  tbe  Erie  were 
placid,  there  being  scarcely  a  rufHi»  upon  its 
surface,  and  a  tew  miles  astsm  of  us  floor 
stean:isrs  crowded  with  passengers,  and  with 
bands  of  music  on  board,  were  plowing  thetr 
way  down  tbe  rapids  of  Klagara.  Our  little 
boat  towed  the  Miohlgan  as  far  as  Yalo^ 
Landing,  a  British  Shore  within  three  mUea 
of  tbe  falls,  where  she  anohored,  and  at  this 
place  tbe  Chippewa  landed  her  prassengers  as 
well  as  the  Vvllliain  Peon,  and  they  were 
conveyed  from  there  to  the  falls  in  vehlclaa 
of  all  descrlpttooa.  Tbe  three  other  Tr—iiiasa 
landed  their  paaasogers  on  the  Amevieaa 
■ida 

"Three  o'olot^  was  the  boor  appolrrtai)  to 
weigh  anchor  on  board  the  Mlenigan.  The 
task  of  to^ng  bar  from  Tale^  TMnAing  to 
tha  rapids,  and  a  moat  hazardous  one  it  was, 
was  Intmsted  to  Caot.  R.xigb,  the  oklsst 
mfikaJm  on  the  lake.  vTTth  a  yawl  boat  and 
five  oanmon,  of  stont  hearts  and  sti<ang 
arms,  the  eld  captain  got  the  echooner  under 
way,  and  towed  her  till  within  one-quarter 
of  a  mile  of  the  first  rapids,  and  within  half 
a  mile  of  tbe  tremendous  precipice,  as  near 
as  they  dared  approach.  Cutting  her  adrift, 
she  pa'^sod  majoetic-aliy  on,  while  the  oarsmen 
of  the  yawl  bad  to  pull  for  their  lives  to 
make  themselves  safe.  Indeed,  such  were 
the  fears  of  the  men,  as  I  have  understood, 
that  on  approaching  near  the  rapids  they  cut 
tbe  tow  llue  before  they  bad  orders  from 
thair  oommandar. 

•And  now  wo  approach  the  interesting 
moments  of  tbe  exhibition.  The  high  grounds 
oo  both  sidas  of  the  American  and  British 
shores  were  lined  with  people,  having  a  full 
view  of  the  rapids  and  of  the  approach  of  the 
veaael,  and  now  it  was  that  a  thousand  fears 
and  expectatious  were  indulged,  as  the  Mich- 
igan, unffuiUed  by  human  agency,  ap- 
proached, btead  on,  the  first  rapid  or  deeoeot, 
and  apparently  keeping  the  very  course 
that  tha  most  skillful  navigator  would 
have  pursued,  having  an  American  ensign 
flying  ironi  her  bowsprit  ami  the  British 
lack  displayed  at  her  stem.  tSbe  passed 
file  first  rapid  onhort,  still  head  on, 
making  a  plunge,  shipping  .-i  sea,  and  rising 
from  it  in  beautiful  style.  In  her  descent 
oner  the  eecoml  her  masts  went  by  the  board, 
•t  the  lelme  moment  affording  thoae  who 
ba^e  nBv»r  witnessed  a  shipwreck  a  speci- 
l^en  of  the  spars  of  a  ship  at  sea  m  a  wreck. 
fcpectatlou  of  her  fate  was  now  at  tbe  high- 
est;  she  sn-ung  aroimd  and  presented  her 
broad  side  to  the  dashing  and  foaming  wa- 
ter, and  alter  remaining  stationary  a  moment 
or  two,  was,  by  its  force,  swmig  round, 
stem  foremost,  and,  having  passed  the  third 
mpid,  she  bilged,  but  cariied  her  hull  ap- 
parently whole  between  Grass  Island 
and  tbe  British  shore  to  tbe  Horseshoe, 
over  which  she  was  carried  stern  foremost 
and  launched  into  the  abyss  below.  In  her 
tall  ah<)  was  liashed  to  pieces.  I  went  below 
tb»  falls  immediately  after  the  descent,  and 
the  rtvar  presented  a  aiBgular  appearance 
from  tlu  thousands  of  floating  fragments, 
tiere  being  scarcely  to  be  seen  any  two 
txMuxls  uuiied  together,  and  many  of  her 
Umhars  were  broken  into  twenty  pieces. 
dttob  was  the  eagerness  of  the  multitude 
praaaat  to  procure  a  piece  of  her  that  before 
aosset  a  g  reat  part  of  her  was  carried  away. 
**I  believe  I  have  already  Informed  yoa  of 
tike  animals  on  board.  They  consisted  of  a 
bafbk>  from  tbe  Rookj  mountains,  two  bears 
fran  Green  bay  and  Grand  river,  two  foxes, 
a  raccoon,  a  dog,  a  cat  and  four  geese.  The 
fate  of  the^e  you  will  probably  wish  to  learn. 
Whan  the  vessel  was  left  to  ber  fate  they 
were  let  loose(on  deck,  except  the  buffalo,  who 
^a^jipclosed  In  a  temporary  pen.  The  two 
beairslefttlia  vessel  shortly  after  she  began 
to  desoencTHio  rapids,  and  swam  ashore,  not- 
witbatandina;  the  rapidity  of  the  current.  On 
reaching  the  British  shore  they  were  takt n. 
The  buffalo  was  seen  to  pass  over  the  falls, 
htit  was  never  seen  afterward,  Bef<u« 
the  vessel  reached  the  first  rapida 
those  who  had  glasses  could  see  one  of 
tbe  bears  climbing  the  mast',  and  tbe  foxea, 
etc.,  were  also  running  up  and  down;  but 
nothing  was  seen  of  them  after  the  schooner 
pa<ued  over  The  only  live  animals  of  the 
crew  that  passed  over  the  falls  were  two 
ggeae  they  were  taken  up  tmburt  Maj. 
Frazer  obtained  one,  and  an  English  gentle- 
m»  n  purchased  tbe  other  for  $2.  Respecting 
the  etflgtee,  the  only  one  I  saw  below  tbe 
falls  was  Gen.  Jackson,  apparently  unin- 
jured, throwing  his  arms  about  and  knock- 
ing his  legs  together  in  tbe  eddies,  as  though 
he  was  tbe  only  one  of  the  crew  that  escaped 
unhurt 

"The  calculations  are  various  as  to  the 
number  of  fwrsons  assembled  on  both  shorea 
Some  estimate  them  tut  low  as  1.5,000  and 
others  at  .'^D.OOO  The  greatest  body  of  people 
were  on  the  American  side.  Goat  Island  for 
a  considerable  distance  exhibited  a  dense 
column  of  persons,  and  the  bridge  erected 
from  Goat  Island,  which  is  built  a  hundred 


feet  over  the  lupids,  was  also  crowded,  and 
temporai'v  txjotlis,  made  with  tbo  boughs  of 
trees,  skirteil  tx>th  shores.  As  we  passed  down 
the  Niagara  we  had  a  full  view  of  the  whole 
distance  from  Buffalo  of  tbe  hundreds  of 
vehicles  of  all  descriptioBs  passing  towards 
the  falls,  and  as  the  weather  has  been  uncom- 
monly hot  and  dry  for  a  long  time  tbe  roads 
presented  uninterrupted  columns  of  dust  as 
far  as  tbe  eye  could  extend.  In  fact,  so 
much  larger  was  the  assemblage  than  was 
anticipated  that,  notwithstanding  tbe  pro- 
I»4etor8  of  the  public  houses  bad  laid  in  an 
unusual  supply  of  refreshments,  they  had 
not  provided  sufilcient  for  one-half  the  peo- 
ple, and  thousands  ware  imable  to  obtain  a 
moathful  of  anything.  You  may  judge 
of  the  situation  of  matters  when  I  as- 
tare  you  that  1  stopped  at  Forsyth's  about 
4  o'clock  p  m.,  after  climbing  up  hia 
everlasting  steps  from  the  bottom  of  the 
falls,  and  was  unable  to  obtain  even  a  cracker 
or  a  glass  of  water;  and  this  was  the  case  at 
Brown's  also.  On  the  American  side,  I  leam 
that  everything  eatable  and  drinkable  was 
consumed  before  one-half  tbe  visitors  bad  ob- 
tained anytliing. 

"So  well  pleased  are  the  people  with  this 
grand  and  novel  aqoatio  exhibition  that 
already  they  are  talking  about  getting  up 
something  more  splendid  next  year.  In  this 
the  tavern  keepers  and  stage  proprietors  wfl] 
heartily  join,  as  the  present  frolic  has  af- 
forded them  a  fine  harvest  for  some  ttmek*^—

A  Grip  Car  Conductor  of  Chicago  Shoots 

Into  a   Crowd    of 

Mobbers 


HE    AND  THE    DRIVER  ASSADLTED. 


The  Gang   Composed   of    Discharged 

Employees,— Several  Arrested 

by  the  Police. 


Chicago,  Oct.  26.— About  12:30  o'clock 
this  morning  aa  the  Clark  Htreet  grip  car 
was  going  north  between  Garfield  and  Web- 
ster avenues,  a  gang  ot  men  got  on  the  car. 
When  the  car  got  into  Lakeview  the  gang 
assaulted  George  Horton  the  driver  and 
H.  A.  Ashford  the  condutor;  both  new 
men.  The  conductor  and  driver  were 
etnick  several  times, after  which  Cond«ctor 
Ashford  drew  a  revolver  and  hred  two 
shots  into  the  crowd;  one  of  the  shots  tak- 
ing effect  in  H.  R.  Bowman's  bead  inflicting 
a  serious  though  not  fatal  wound.  The 
Lakeview  police  were  quickly  on  band  and 
arrested  several  of  the  gang  and  locked 
them  up. 


A  NEW  MOVE. 


Chief  Jaatice  Taylor  Grant*  m  Second  In- 
junction to  the  Canadian  Pacific. 

Winnipeg,  Man.,  Oct.  26.— Late  last 
night  Chief  Juf  tice  Taylor  granted  another 
injunction  to  the  Canadian  Pacific  upon 
strong  affidavits  that  the  plaintiffs  could 
prove  that  the  new  road  is  being  built  by 
the  Northern  Pacific  and  not  by  the  Mani- 
toba government.  It  will  be  argued  Fri- 
day. General  surprise  is  expressed  at 
Judge  Taylor's  action.  At  night  half  the 
population  of  Winnipeg  assembled  in  mass 
meeting,  where  the  wildest  enthusiasm 
prevaijed.  Resolutions  denouncing  the 
dominion  government  and  Canadian  Pa- 
cific railway  and  backing  up  the  local 
government  were  passed. 

President  VanHorn  was  wired  yesterday 
He  sent  back  word  from  Montreal  to  resist 
the  forces  of  the  Manitoba  government  to 
the  last,  with  the  500  men  at  the  command 
of  the  company.  The  Canadian  Pacific 
railroad  track  is  barricaded  with  an  im- 
mense fence  and  two  dead  railway  engines. 
Over  3,000  men  have  volunteered  their  ser- 
vices on  the  other  side.  If  a  conflict  takes 
place  blood  shed  is  inevitable,  as  some  of 
the  citizeHB  intend  going  to  the  scene  fully 
armed.

TYPHOID  AT    MONTREAL. 

Great  Number  Sick— Five  Doctors  Arrest- 
ed for  keeping  it  Quiet. 

Montreal,  Oct.  26.— Out  of  400  beds  in 
the  Hotel  Dieu,  100  are  filled  with  typhoid 
fever  patients,  and  there  is  almost  as  large 
a  percentage  in  Notre  Dame  and  the  other 
hospitals.  The  provincial  board  of  health 
began  proceedings  against  several  well 
known  physicians  who  have  evaded  the 
law  requiriDu  them  to  report  all  cases  of 
contagious  disease  coming  under  their  no- 
tice. The  doctors  arrested  so  far  are  Drs 
Guillaume  Roy,  L.  A.  Demers,  Frederick 
Barnes,  F.  X.  Gagnon  and  Georee  Barril. 
A  reporter  yesterday  interviewed  ten  lead- 
ing physicians  on  the  sanitary  condition  of 
the  city.  None  of  them  were  anxious  to 
talk.  Finally,  with  one  exception,  all  ad- 
mitted that  tybhoid  existed  here  in  its 
most  epidemic  form, more  especially  in  the 
east  end  of  the  city,  which  is  inhabited 
mostly  by   French  Canadians.

Chinese    Kxclnsion  biU|kard   to    en- 
force inlTexas  and  New  Mexico. 

ElpasoTkias,  October  26  —The  task  of 
enforcing  the  Chinese  exclusion  act  proves 
to  be  no  easy  one  along  the  Mexican  fron- 
tier. Elpaso  Texas  and  Paso  Del  Norte 
Mexico  are  separated  only  by  the  Rio 
Grande  which  is  at  present  practically  dry 
and  is  fordable  for  ten  months  of  the  year. 
There  are  two  or  three  hundred  chinamen 
in  the  two  cities  and  heretofore  have  cross- 
ed freely sfrom  one  to  the  other  cities. 
Collector' Magaflin  is  enforcing  the  laws  as 
fully  as  his  small  force  of  inspectors  will 
permit  but  it  is  an  easy  matter  for  the 
Chinese  to  violate;  them  more  over  China- 
men can  easily  come  up  the  Mexican  Cen- 
tral railroad  or  across  the  county  from 
Guaymas  or  other  Pacific  points  and  slip 
across  the  line  into  the  United  States. 


THE  STREET  IMPROVEMENTS. 

PBOOBESS  OF  THB  VABIOOS  STBKST     IMPBOTB- 
MBNTS  MOW  UNDKB    WAY, 

All  street  contractors  at  work  in  Dalnth 
have  been  blessed  this  fall  with  the  best  of 
weather  and  have  pushed  their  work  along 
very  rapidly.  Many  of  the  larger  eon- 
traote  are  completed  or  very  nearly  so  and 
only  two,  the  West  Michigan  and  the  great 
First  street  work  will  be  continued  through 
the  winter  with  any  considerable  force  of 
men.  Already  large  nnmbera  of  the 
laborers  employed  by  the  Tarious  con- 
tractors have  completed  thsir  work  and 
have  gone  into  the  luml>er  woods  or  to  the 
line  of  the  Duluth  A  Winnipeg  for  tha  win- 
ter, while  many  more  will  soon  be  set  at 
work  in  the  woods,  on  the  Dolath  <fc  Win- 
nipeg and  on  the  elevated  road. 

As  has  been  stated  the  work  on  Superior 
street  is  nearly  completed,  only  aboat 
three  blocks  in  the  east  end  remaining  nn- 
flniahed.  Several  gangs  each  of  graders 
oonoreters,  and  block  layers  are  poshing 
this  along  and  will  probably  complete  it 
this  fall.  On  First  street  MoArthur  Bros, 
and  Messrs.  Emery  and  Nolan  &  Daggan, 
their  sab  oontraotore  are  poshing  the  work 
with  abont  360  men  while  Tfaos.  Dwyer  on 
the  west  end  of  the  street  has  abont  200 
more.  Bat  little  has  b«en  dc  ae  on  the  ex 
treme  east  end  of  the 

street  bat  contractor  Emery  is 
mshing  his  Job.  At  the  big  rook  cat  at 
Sixth  avenne  east  be  is  running  aboot  fifty 
men  and  getting  out  a  vast  qoantity  of 
rock  all  of  which  is  damped  into  the  big 
ravines  farther  east.  A  steam  drill  is 
working  at  Lake  avenne.  Between  Lake 
and  Eighth  avenues  west  the  sub-grade  is 
about  completed.  Further  west  Nolan  A 
Dnggan  are  doing  a  tremendoos  job.  The 
atree-.  has  been  ehanged  in  ooorse  and  runs 
through  the  easiest  spots,  avoiding  great 
rook  cats,  bat  heavy  retaining  walls  have 
been  bnilt  and  a  vast  amoont  of  earth  and 
rock  moved.  Still  farther  west  Dwyer  has 
a  great  rock  oat,  and  a  long  stretch  of 
earth  work  which  is  nearly  completed. 
On  this  street  a  large  force  will 
be  kept  all  winter.  On  Michigan  street, 
too,  winter  work  will  be  plenty, 
with  its  accompanying  avenues,  graded 
to  make  borrow  fills,  a  vast  amoont  has 
been  done  by  Wolf  <fc  Truax,  tboogh  they 
have  not  poshed  the  job  rapidly.  It  will 
probably  be  a  year  before  it  is  completed. 
Fourth  street  is  flai8hed,|bat  for  a  little 
work  at  the  Chester  brook  fill  and  for  a 
rolling  of  the  west  portion  with  the  steam 
roller.  First  avenne  east  is  being  gravel- 
ed and  finished  op  for  most  of  the  contract 
distance.  The  big  sewer  in  First  avenue 
west  is  abont  completed,  except  for  con- 
nections at  either  end.  Fifth  avenue  west 
is  a  long  way  from  completion  yet  and 
will  not  be  finished  this  year,  Sixth  avenue 
west  is  nearer  done  and  the  storm  sewers 
in        both  are        in  use.         East 

Seoond  street  sewer  is  being  pushed 
along  slowly  through  the  hardest  kind  of 
granite  and  will  not  be  finished  for  some 
time.  The  Fourteenth  avenoe  east  sewer, 
about  which  go  much  has  been  said,  is 
completed.  Of  the  other  smaller  poblio 
works,  mainly  sewers,  some  have  been  com 
pleted  and  other  are  just  began,  but  all 
will  be  finished  before  the  close  of  the  year. 
The  work  that  will  be  completed  during 
the  year  1888,  inclnding  that  mentioned 
above,  sidewalks,  and  city  buildings,  will 
amount  to  somewhere  in  the  neighborhood 
of  $800,000.

"We  have  just  about  spent  all  the  |40,-

ing, "that  was  issued  in  county  road  bonds 
this  year.  With  what  contracts  are  now 
under  way  and  uncompleted  we'll  spend  the 
140,000  and  a  good  share  of  the  county 
road  tax  of  $23,000  levied  last  year.  Most 
of  the  work  |for  the  year  is  fin- 
ished except  the  five  mile  connection  on 
the  north  shore  road  near  Wakelin's  farm. 
This  we  are  anxious  to  complete  before 
cold  weather.

Our  new 
le«sons  aroself  govenuiient  and  si>!f  restraint 
—only  not  too  much  of  it.  Parents  do  ui)t 
always  let  loose  enough  rein  to  tliemsolves. 
They  grow  reserveil,  fornujl,  i>rim,  old,  and 
tha  young  do  not  fall  in  with  tliem.  Oaa 
who  thmks  herself  iuunortal  should  be  very 
boyish  at  80. 

A  good  home  needs  stouter  mothers  and 
gentler  fathers.  No,  Id'>  not  mean  gentler 
mothers  and  stouter  f.ilUors:  i>tit  I  nuau  ex 
actly  as  I  said.  Robust  heiilth  is  the  nrst 
requisite  to  robust  «'uls.  Jloro  misery  is  in 
the  world  today  from  unhealthy  motherhood 
tlian  from  all  other  sourct«  combined.  Nerv- 
ous disf>rdors,  disi'ju-«s  of  tho  brain,  unwise 
ambitions,  fk>eble  frames  to  sustain  ambitions 
purpose,  come  from  prenat^il  starvation. 
Oxygen  is  tho  mother  of  wisilom.  Mothers 
need  mi'ru  Held  life.  They  cannot  grow 
guod  children  when  they  cannot  grow  good 
rose* 

When  I  find  in  a  boy  a  clean,  healthy  or- 
ganization—that is,  ruddy  checks  and  mi  eye 
looking  out  from  a  skull  full  of  brains— I  es- 
|>ect  to  hear  a  good  deal  about  "mother." 
Mother  is  a  marvelous  work.  It  moans 
maker,  creator,  molder — maker  of  souls  and 
bodies.  The  mother  in  her  child  is  reproduc- 
ing hersilf,  her  mooils,  her  passions,  her 
powers,  her  honor,  or  her  shame. 

Hut  I  said,  aUo,  gentle  fathers.  I  do  not 
know  what  should  lead  us  to  csill  Philip  Syd- 
ney tho  ideal  gentleman  if  our  huslKiiiils  are 
asLauKil  to  bo  liko  him.  Tho  word  gentle- 
man was  well  born,  and  there  is  no  need  for 
a  bett<?r.  A  man  should  bo  gentle;  gentler 
than  men  are,  as  they  average  in  best  society. 
Women  should  bo  stouter  and  flrmer  than 
they  average  as  mothers.  Of  course,  if 
(Bstlutics  of  either  sex,  on  a  backward  march 
toward  tho  monkey,  assume  to  bo  typical 
ladies  and  gentlemen,  tliey  do  airect  the  real 
thought  bodied  in  those  words,  lady  and 
gentleman.  In  modem  life,  more  ami  more, 
the  nuin  and  woman  must  interchange  work.

From  l>eiu-4  active  it  becomes  i^uiet,  morose, 
irritable;  nothing  suits  it.  Don't  think  tho 
child  is  only  cross,  nor  forgtt  that  fall  it  had 
upon  its  kick.  E.xamine  the  Iwick  cjirefuUy, 
pressing  the  linger  on  each  vertebra  separ- 
ately. Some,  of  them  will  probably  be  sensi- 
ttve.  AnoMier  way  of  e.Tamining  is,  the 
«hild  being  soat«ti,  press  quickly,  firmly 
<lown  with  both  hands  on  the  shoulders.  If 
it  causes  any  pain  or  even  a  bad  feeling  con- 
sult the  b««t  doctor  In  reaili.  Sco  that  tho 
child  is  kept  off  its  feet  as  much  M  |>ossible 
and  in  a  reclining  jxisition.  You  thus  take  tho 
weight  oft  from  the  inname.1  part  of  the 
gpinal  column,  and  jxissilily  a  few  weeks  of 
■confinement  in  bed  will  enable  the  parts  to 
recover  without  deformity.  This  ilLsoaso, 
Pott's  disease  by  name,  is  often  not  noticed 
until  there  is  quite  marked  curvature  of  tho 
«piue. 

Hip  disease  is  another  very  common  cause 
of  deformity  and  untold  suffering.  It  is 
mentioned  here  only  that  mothers  may  know 
the  first  signs  and  i  >f ten  have  tho  complaint 
arrestetl  in  the  first  sUigo  before  deformity 
ensues.  It  develops  ofteuest  among  so  called 
delicate  cbildn-n  or  children  with  scrofulous 
tendencies.  It  may  liegin  in  infancy,  but  not 
usually  until  the  child  walks,  nor  after  the 
age  of  maturing  is  reaclieil.  it  may  result 
from  sfune  injury,  or,  so  far  as  known  ciiuso 
is  conc-erneil,  it  may  '"just  come,"  liko  Toiisy. 
In  the  beginning,  in  tho  usual  form,  tho 
tup. is  not  complaiiu^ii  of  at  all;  it  is  the  knoo 
that  offends.  When  standing  tho  child  rests 
the  toes  of  the  afTectiKl  limb  on  tho  fojt  of 
the  well  limli.  Tbey  tie  on  the  other  side 
and  avoid  long  walks  and  all  active  games. 
These  symptoms  seem  very  slight  and  t<x> 
often  even  a  severe  log  ache  is  attributed  to 
♦'growing  pains."  Oh,  thosi-  growing  jjoins! 
"When  a  child  complains  as  aUjve,  have  him 
extend  the  limb,  holding  the  kawstitr;  strike 
the  solo  of  the  foot  sharply,  squiirely.  It 
will  not  lx)the  knee,  but  tho  hip,  that  will 
cry  out.  Now  is  the  time  of  salvation  in  this 
disease.  Rest,  goo.1  air,  good  foml,  early  in- 
stituted proper  treatment  are  necessary  to 
Insure  a  jk'T  fift  cure  in  tin-  al><>ve complaints.

lago  >;ti-B«'ts  these  Iwiggy  sixnimtus  of  their

Another 
urges  that  tho  prevalent  evil  Is  due  largely 
to  tho  fact  that  children  are  allowed  to  ram- 
ble freeiy  after  dark,  and  he  certainly  is 
right  in  aiying,  "Ki>ep  them  at  home." 

But  liack  of  all,  aud  more  Impi^rtant  than 
all  such  specific  remedies,  there  must  be  a 
genuine  amusing  of  public  sentiment  At 
present  nviny  of  the  very  people  whoso  chil- 
dren belong  to  tho  ungovernable  class  do  not 
themselves  think  the  matter  ouo  of  serious 
importance.

In  any  case,  wo  all 
necfl  to  wake  up  to  the  fact  that  such  parents 
and  all  parents  must  be  toned  up  to  do  their 
duty,  — Congregationalist.

Tho  view  from  my  window  extended 
across  the  courtyard  into  tho  interior  of  ttke 
apaitments  occupied  by  tho  famil*  of  tho 
littlo  Gabriel,  who  was  familiarly  called 
"Little  Gab"  by  all  in  the  house.  The  father 
was  a  cutter  In  a  tailor's  shop;  the  mother, 
a  sickly  woman,  and  already  white  haired, 
though  but  43  y«ars  old,  busied  herself  with 
tho  houseteeplng,  and  used  up  in  that  the 
remnant  of  her  health.  Of  her  five  children 
the  three  eldest  hail  swarmed  out  from  the 
homo;  there  remained  only  a  girl  of  18,  who 
was  a  dressmaker,  aud  Little  Gab,  who  was 
a  hunchback.

Much  work  came  in  and  the  little  pile  of 
savings   in  a   remote   corner  of   a    bureau 
drawer  grew  steadily.    July  was   close  at 
hand,  and  they  hail  already  togun  prepara- 
tions for  the  departure — tho  purchase  of  a 
handsome  leather  trunk,   the  making  of  a 
suit  for  the  child— and  little  Gab.  who  was 
in  a  state  of    wonderment,   talked    to  his 
schoolmates  of  nothing  but  his  journey  to  tho 
sea  baths,  when,  at  the  eleventh  hour,  an  un- 
fortunate accident  came  to  throw  everything 
Into  disorder.

LvDUNAPOUs,  October  27.— With  the  po- 
litical demonstration  today  General  Har- 
rison's campaign  practically  comes  to  a 
close.  Some  straggling  delegations  may 
come  in  next  week,  unlens  the  Republican 
state  committee  as  is  very  Ilk  ly,  chooses 
to  put  a  quietus  upon  their  enthusiasm.

New  Yobk,  Oct.  27.— Whether  President 
Cleveland  will  make  a  speech  upon  the  oc- 
casion of  the  great  Democratic  convention 
today  and  more  especially  whether  he  will 
extend  the  olive  branch  to  Governor  Hill, 
is  a  matter  upon  which  the  DemocJaey  is 
actively  speculating  today.

retaliatory  expressions  or  if  they  were 
simply  uttered  t^  make  political  capital 
and  gain  the  votes  of  those  not  in 
sympathy  with  England.  The  reply 
to        this       remarkable  letter       was 

prompt  and  to  the  point.  The 
Americanized  British  subject  was  ad- 
vised to  vote  the  Democratic  ticket.  This 
simply  contirms  the  assertions  made  by 
the  Republicans  all  through  this  campaign 
that  the  Democratic  candidates  were  sup- 
ported by  Great  Britain  with  money  and 
influence.

The  last  place  at  which  our  train  drew  op, 
that  proved  by  far  the  most  interesting,  was 
Tia  Juana,  part  of  which  lies  in  the  United 
States  and  part  in  Mexico.  As  we  all  trooped 
across  the  border  we  were  cautioned  not  to 
get  tangled  up  in  the  lines;  several  of  as 
stood  up  on  the  flat,  square  monument  that 
marks  the  dividing  line,  and  far  away  could 
be  seen  the  tall,  white  marble  monument 
that  marlis  more  majestically  the  national 
limits. 

As  we  bent  our  beads  under  tb*  flag  of 
Mexloo,  we  found  ourselves  In  an  utterly 
strange  and  novel  environment.  Behind  ut 
were  American  frame  buildings,  the  Amer- 
ican himself,  with  ail  his  prosaic,  pushing, 
attributes;  before  us  spread  the  low,  whit* 
somnolent  adobes,  groups  of  cattle  beneath 
awnings  of  verdant  boughs,  and  the  swarthy 
Mexican  under  brood  sombrero,  booted  and 
spurred,  riding  like  mad  on  his  Mexican 
mustang,  with  lasso  hurled  after  some  reo- 
oreant  beast,  or  reclining  with  a  dolce  far 
nleote  air  under  an  arbor  of  green  branofaM 
—a  picturesque,  posing  figure,  with  scarlet 
kerchief  hiding  the  glitter  of  a  dirk,  while 
he  indolently  quaffed  his  beloved  pulqua 

The  place  was  made  up  of  a  series  of  poor 
little  struggling  adobes,  and  the  people  wen 
all  evidently  of  the  poorest  class;  but  there 
were  on  every  hand  elements  of  th*  pio- 
toresqua  From  the  poorest,  most  cruoUh 
ling,  least  habitable  home,  pretty  dark  eyed 
MeTJcan  girls  in  picturesque  blues  and  reda, 
■miled  out  upon  us,  and  everywhere  wera 
bowers  of  green,  sometimes  with  a  horaa 
tethered  beneath,  sometimes  with  groups  ot 
dark  visaged  senoras  in  gay  gowns  tucked 
Vff  above  their  well  turned  aiikles,  bending 
over  their  wasbtuba.  I  think  it  was  one  of 
the  prettiest  pictures  I  ever  saw — a  crowd  of 
tbeae  handsome  women,  in  their  bright  ooa- 
tomes,  gossiping  and  Laughing— at  us  per- 
haps—as they  leaned  over  their  foaming 
suds,  against  the  background  of  a  summer 
sky.  Surely  an  artist  might  find  in  such 
grouping  a  bit  of  color  to  delight  his  souL— 
Harriet  Harper  in  New  Orleans  TiiQe»-I)*m»- 
crat. 

Mosby's  Plan  of  Campaign. 

"My  purpose,"  said  Mosby,  "was  to  weaken 
the  armies  invading  Virginia  by  harassing 
their  rear.  As  a  line  is  only  as  strong  as  ita 
weakest  point,  it  was  necessary  for  it  to  be 
stronger  than  I  was  at  every  point  to  resist 
my  attacks. "  He  tells  in  these  words  what  b* 
aoogbt  to  accompUsh,  and  how  he  proposed 
to  accomplish  it. 

"I  endeavored,  as  Car  as  I  was  able,  to  di- 
minish the  aggressive  power  of  the  Army  of 
the  Potomac,  by  compelling  it  to  keep  a  larg* 
foroe  on  the  defensive.  I  assailed  its  rear,  for 
there  was  its  most  vulnerable  point.  My  men 
had  no  camps.  If  they  tiad  gone  into  camp 
they  would  soon  have  all  been  captured. 
They  would  scatter  for  safety,  and  gather  at 
my  call  like  Children  of  the  Mist.  A 
blow  would  be  struck  at  a  weak  or  unguarded 
point,  and  then  a  quick  retreat.  The  alarm 
would  spread  through  the  sleeping  camp, 
the  long  roil  would  be  beaten  or  the  bugle 
would  sound  to  horse,  there  would  be  mount- 
ing in  hot  haste  and  a  rapid  pursuit.  But 
the  partisans  generally  got  off  with  their 
prey.  The  punmers  were  striking  at  an  in- 
visible foe.  I  often  sent  small  squads  at 
night  to  attack  and  run  in  the  pickets  along 
a  line  of  several  milea  Uf  course,  these 
alarms  were  very  annoying,  for  no  human 
being  knows  bow  sweet  sleep  is  but  a  soldier. 
I  wanted  to  use  and  consume  the  northern 
cavalry  in  hard  work.  I  have  often  thought 
that  their  fierce  hostility  to  me  was  more  on 
account  of  tiie  sleep  I  made  them  lose  ttian 
the  number  we  killed  and  captured.  It  has 
always  been  a  wonder  with  people  how  I 
managed  to  collect  my  men  after  dispersing 
them.  The  true  secret  was  that  it  was  a 
fascinating  life,  and  its  attractions  far  more 
than  counterbalanced  its  hardships  and  dan- 
gers. They  had  no  camp  duty  to  do,  which, 
however  necessary,  is  disgusting  to  soldiers 
of  high  spirit.  To  put  tbem  to  such  routine 
Work  is  like  hitching  a  race  horse  to  a  plow."

They  then  took  a  Liee  line;  yes,  for  my  house 
and  for  the  very  window  where  we  were  now 
breathlessly  watching.

Ita    Prejr. 

In  a  paper  re«d  before  the  Bombay  Natoral 
History  society  recently,  and  published  in  its 
journal,  Mr.  Inverarity,  a  noted  shikari,  dis- 
cussed the  liabits  of  the  tiger,  and  especially 
the  mode  in  which  It  kills  and  eats  its  prey, 
Some  think  be  seiaes  b/  throat,  others  by  the 
nape  of  the  neck  froa' above.  Mr.  Inverarity 
has  examined  soorea  of  slain  auimala,  with 
special  reference  to  this  point,  and  in  every 
case  but  one  the  throat  was  seised  from  be- 
low. Whether  dislocation  of  the  neck  takes 
pUoe  is  doubtful.  The  tame  hunting  leopards 
always  kill  by  pressure  on  the  windpipe, 
vrithoot  breaking  the  skin;  possibly  the  tiger 
kills  in  the  same  way  It  is  only  by  accident, 
if  at  aU,  that  tigers  in  killing  sever  any  im- 
portant vein  or  artery,  and  no  blood  to 
•peak  of  flows  from  the  throat  wounds. 

Having  killed,  the  tiger  almost  invariably 
begins  eating  a  hind  quarter,  consuming  o«M 
or  probably  both.  Awim^ln  are  never  eateo 
where  they  are  killed,  bat  are  alwBjv 
dragged  a  short  distance.  They  are  not 
lifted  clear  of  the  ground,  but  dragged. 
Having  gorged  himself,  the  tiger  sometlmea 
lies  close  by  hia  prey,  but  if  it  is  hot  weather 
and  there  are  hills  in  the  neighborhood,  he 
will  go  a  long  distance  off  before  retting  for 
the  day.  He  retoras  next  night  and  flnfrtw 
wliat  is  left,  but  he  nev<er  eats  a  second  tim^ 
in  the  same  spot,  dragging  the  remains  ot 
the  prey  forty  or  fifty  yards  off.  The  tigur 
takes  about  two  honra'  steady  eating  to  flniah 
the  fore  quarters  of  a  bullock.  Tigers  are 
aaBnibals;  they  will  make  their  meals  off 
each  other.  They  are  supposed  to  klli  oooa 
in  flv«  or  six  days,  and  no  doubt  the  tiger, 
after  a  heavy  feed,  does  not  care  to  hunt 
innch  for  a  few  days;  but  a  tiger  kills  wfaeor 
ever  he  can.  They  have  been  known  to  kill 
on  fourteen  eonseoatlve  nights. 

Mr.  Inverarity  belie%'<ee  that  ajiniftls  killed 
by  tigers  suffer  little  beyond  the  panic  of  a 
few  seoonds.  The  shock  produces  a  stnpor 
and  dreaminess,  in  which  there  1*  no  sense  ot 
pain  or  feeling  of  terror.  The  powerfnl 
stroke  of  the  fore  paw  of  the  tiger  is  a  flotioD; 
he  dutches  with  his  olawe,  as  one  might  with 
the  fingers,  but  does  not  strike  a  blo>w. 
Tigers  wander  immense  distances  at  nlf^tt, 
and  as  they  like  easy  going  they  go  on  tbm 
roads  and  paths.  They  do  not  like  to  mo^a 
during  the  heat  of  the  day,  as  the  hot  groond 
bums  their  pads  and  makes  tbem  raw.  They 
oan  on  occasion  oUmb  trees.  In  Salsette  one 
dimbed  after  a  certain  Pandoo,  but  oould 
not  reach  him  and  retired.  The  Pandoo, 
thinking  the  coast  elear,  got  down  and  t^n 
toward  home,  bat  cm  the  way  was  caught  br 
the  tiger  and  killed.  The  inquest  rectort 
stated  that  "Pandoo  died  of  the  tiger  eMing 
him;  there  was  no  other  cause  of  death. 
Nothing  was  left  except  some  fingers,  whidi 
probably  belonged  to  the  right  or  left  hand." 
Natives  have  a  belief  that  the  ghosts  of  the 
man  eater's  victims  ride  in  his  head  and 
warn  him  of  danger,  or  point  the  way  to 
Crash  victims.— Pali  Mall  Gkisette.

The  Plague  in  England. 

The  plague  in  England,  described  by  Defoa 
as  an  eye  witness,  though  he  was  not  an  in- 
fant in  1665  and  1666  when  it  raged,  though 
terrible,  was  not  to  be  compared  for  severity 
with  tbe  plague  of  1846;  as  many  died,  in- 
deed, perhaps  more,  but  In  a  much  larger 
population.  It  b^an  in  the  autumn  of  iSs, 
but  the  cold  winter  of  1665-1666  greatly 
checked  its  ravagea.  and  many  hoped  that  it 
would  altogether  disappear.  But  with  the 
early  spi  iug  of  1666  deaths  from  the  peati- 
lanoe  began  to  be  announced,  imtil  presently 
It  began  to  be  recognised  that  the  real  attack 
bad  oommonced.  The  symptoms  were  akin 
to  those  ot  served  during  the  plague  of  Flor- 
ance,  but  sometimes  death  came  even  mora 
rapidly.  In  July  8,000  died  weekly,  but  by 
9«^tember  the  weekly  number  of  deaths 
from  the  plague  had  risen  to  8,000. 

The  dead  were  buried  together  In  certain 
fields,  then  suburban,  now  within  London 
proper.  There  is  ona  triangular  space  (not 
built  on)  between  Brompton  and  Kensington 
where  large  numbers  were  buried.  Many  of 
the  dead  were  buried  In  the  fields  at  present 
occupied  by  the  houses  on  Oolden  square, 
and  It  was  noticed  that  during  the  visitation 
of  cholera  in  1849  the  disease  seemed  moiv 
malignant  in  that  region,  but  whether  this 
was  due,  as  some  surmised,  to  tbe  opening  of 
drains  communicating  with  ttie  trenches  in 
which  ttie  plague  stricken  were  buried  in 
1665  and  1066  seems  open  to  considerable 
qnastion.— Richard  A.  Proctor.
